IT’S “BRIEF” SAY DEMOCRATS. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—Having assem¬ 
bled and received the President's an¬ 
nual message. Congress to-day found 
Itself literally "out of work." and in 
consequence both houses adjourned un¬ 
til Friday, when. If some of the various 
committees fall to provide something 
to do, adjournment will be taken until 
Monday next. 

The formality of reading the mes¬ 
sage aloud consumed about an hour 
and a half In each house to-day. When 
the conclusion was reached the House 
Immediately adjourned, but the Senate 
remained In session for some time aft¬ 
erward. an executive session being held 
before that body adjourned. 

Little fault was found with the mes¬ 
sage among the Republicans, who 
seemed to agree that it was as satis¬ 
factory a document as the President 
could prepare and remain consistent 
with the party's campaign pledges. The 
Democrats approved of the President's 
efforts to economize, but deprecated his 
suggestion that the Monroe doctrine 
had practically become obsolete. 

"The message Is written In the Pres¬ 
ident's customary terse, v vigorous 
style," commented Representative 
Payne, the majority leader in the 
House, while Representative Clark, the 
minority leader, thought about all that 
could be saJd about the message was 
that It was comparatively brief, "as 
discussion of almost all Important mat¬ 
ters l* relegated to special messages." 

In both houses the message was sub¬ 
jected to the most careful scrutiny, 
and while the members paid little at¬ 
tention to its perfunctory reading by 
the clerks, they buried their heads be¬ 
tween its pages and digested as much 
of It as they could at one reading. 

Following the custom, the message 
was referred to the committee of the 
whole by both branches to be prepared 
for "vivisection" by the various com¬ 
mittees whose business ll is to deal i 
with the subjects discussed by the 
President. 

■The Senate adjourned at 2:30 o'clock 
out of respect to the memory of Rep¬ 
resentatives De Armond, of Mlsduri, 
and Lassiter, of Virginia.

A large number of members re¬ 
gained In their seats when the gen¬ 
eral distribution of the message took 
place, and the House was at once 
transformed from a scene of confusion 
Into a large reading circle. The Demo¬ 
cratic members showed no less inter¬ 
est in the document than those on tho 
Republican side. 

President Taft’s message was gen¬ 
erally favorably commented upon. The 
portions which attracted most atten¬ 
tion were those relating to the compli¬ 
cation with Nicaragua, the diminution 
of public expenditures, the custom¬ 
house frauds and the tariff act. 

The mildness of the first part of the 
message, dealing with routine Eu¬ 
ropean matters, led to the opinion that 
the new President would be compara¬ 
tively formal In his treatment of sub¬ 
jects. When, however, the reading had 
progressed further. It was discovered 
that ho could be vigorous In the use of 
language when he desired, and one 
Senator said that some of the expres¬ 
sions had caused him to doubt whether 
there had been a change of adminis¬ 
tration.

WOMAN’S BRANCH TO MEET. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The sixth an¬ 
nual convention of the National River* 
and Harbor* Congress, which convenes

Second—That projects which received 
this indorsement and are now under 
construction should be pushed to com¬ 
pletion a* rapidly as is commensurate 
with good business methods. 

Third—That the fund* necessary for 
this purpose be provided by a bond Is¬ 
sue In the event that current revenues 
are not sufficient to make a river and 
harbor bill possible each year.

INCREASE IN LAND VALUES. 


Taxable wealth in LouUviU* in* 
creased 33,400,000 this year, according 
to the report of City Assessor John 
Ruephel, which was read In the Gen¬ 
eral Council last night and referred to 
the committee on finance- The total 
assessment, a* shown by the report, 
was 9165.000.000, the largest the city 
has ever had. Lost year the total as¬ 
sessment was 3161.600,000. With the 
same tax rate a* lost year, the city’s 
revenue will be increased 359.000. The 
tax rate last year was 3175 and based 
on last year’s assessment brought in a, 
revenue of 32.800,000 in round num¬ 
bers. Sixty thousand dollars 1* the 
equivalent of almost 3 cents In the tax 
rate. By virtue of the increased assess¬ 
ment the schools will have 342.000 more 
at their command than they have had 
during the past few year*.

Busy Year For Building. 

The assessment shows that It was a 
busy year In building operations. Im¬ 
provements on land increased 92.000,000 
In taxable value during the twelve 
months from September. 1908, to the 
name month. 1909. Land values remain¬ 
ed about stationary, the Increase In 
land assessments being 3100,000 less 
than a half million dollars Taxpay- 
ers in Louisville were either more 
truthful thl* year than last; or they 
have had a lot of money to spend on 
personal property, a* the assessed val¬ 
uation here Jumped 31.000,000.

The newspaper correspondents no 
longer have easy access to the various 
division chiefs. Any attempt to delve 
into the workings of a department Is 
met with the statement that all news 
must emanate from the press agent. The 
result hits been that the departments 
have put tho lid down on real news or, 
In other words, have established a cen¬ 
sorship. 

’’There Is no reason In the world why 
tho public should not have free access 
to practically every department of this 
Government," said Chairman Tawney.

"The only exceptions are cases 
where a department la Investigating a 
crime, or possibly matters involving 
diplomatic relations. The people have 
a right to know what Is going on here 
In Washington, and they have a right 
to know it at first hand, and ndt through 
the medium of press a gents employed 
by the departments," 

In several Instances the departmental 
press agents are employed on what Is 
known a* the ’’confidential roll." The 
amount of their compensation la wtth 
held from public gas« In the depart¬ 
mental estimate and for sufficient rea¬ 
sons the real nature of their employ¬ 
ment Is also withheld. The employ¬ 
ment of those pres* agents has become 
so general that censorship has been es¬ 
tablished In almost every department, 
but th* bnd seems to be In sight 
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Underwood Discusses Message. 


Representative Underwood, of Ala¬ 
bama. made this comment on the Presi¬ 
dent’s message: 

"The President’s annual message is 
a concise and conservative review of 
the Important matters that present 
themselves for action on the port of ths 
Government at this time. 

"The recommendation of the Presi¬ 
dent against a congressional Investiga¬ 
tion of the frauds committted by the 
American Sugar Refining Company does 
not meet with ray approval.

Is to 
expose the whole transaction to the 
Ihnoltght of public censure, and a con¬ 
gressional Investigation would probably 
expose it to the country In all of Its 
horrible details more fully and more 
completely than can possibly be done by 
the courts, whoa* action In the matter 
must of necessity be slow and whose 
investigations will be controlled and 
regulated by the rules of law relating to 
each individual case. 

"The recommendations of the Presi¬ 
dent In reference to second-class mall 
matter Is of great Importance and need* 
the thorough and careful Investigation 
of CongTcss with a view of eliminating 
the evils of the present system. 

•The recommendations In reference 
to the postal savings bank and ship 
subsidy bill are along the lines of tho 
last Republican platform and merely 
express the position of the Republican 
party in reference to the matter.

Deterioration of Com. 


The Department of Agriculture un 
nounced the publication of an article 
on th* deterioration of com In storage. 
In February, 1909, special investiga¬ 
tions were begun at Baltimore, Md., la 
co-operation with the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining definite information 
regarding the deterioration of shelled 
corn in elevator bins and In groin 
cars. 

The first series of experiments in 
these investigations comprised tests 
with ( 1 ) 6 . 66 u bushel* of com stored 
In a sixty-five foot elevator bln for 
slxty-nlno days, until the com at the 
top of the bin had become badly dtin 
aged; (3) 900 bushels of dried dam¬ 
aged corn from top of the bln loadeu 
Into car No. 67031 and held on llu» 
track for an additional thirty-seven 
days, and ($) 900 bushels of best cool 
com from the same bln loaded into car 
No. 75117 and held on the track with 
tho car containing the dried damaged 
corn. No attempt his been made u 
generalise the result* of the experi¬ 
ments, to draw any definite con¬ 
clusions, or even to give any extended 
expression of opinion. The aim has 
been to outline the conditions undet 
which this first series of experiments 
was made and to give a brief sum¬ 
mary of the results obtained, leaving 
the individual reader to formulate hls 
own theories until the investigation* 
are more advanced. It is hoped, how¬ 
ever. that this preliminary report Will 
provoke discussion and bring about 
a better understanding of the purpose 
and value of investigations ot this 
character.

Washington, Dec. 7.—President Taft’s 
first annual message to the Congress 
of the United Staten wan revived 
shortly after noon to-day, and tt^read- 
Jng listened to with intense Interest by 
both Democrats and Republicans. 

There wa* a full attendance of the 
members of both houses. The message 
was presented by Assistant Secretary 
La it a. 

While the message covered many 
phases of national operations and ad¬ 
ministration conditions It dealt largely 
f.i generalities, and Intimated or set 
cut that more Important specific mat¬ 
ters would be discussed In subsequent 
special messages.

Pursuant to the provisions of the gen¬ 
eral treaty of arbitration concluded be- 
tssen the United States and Great Brit¬ 
ain, April 4. IMS, a special agreement was 
entered Into between th© two countries on 
January 27.

<iu##ttoiu» relating to tho fisheries on the 
North Atlantic coast to a tribunal to be 
formed from members of the Permanent 
Court of Arbitration st The Hague. 

In accordance with the provisions of the 
•I'cCiai agreement the printed case of each 
Government was, on October 4 last, sub¬ 
mitted to the other and to the Arbitral 
Yrtbunal at The Hague, and the counter 
case of the United States i* now ia course 
of preparation.

minion of Canada in tho waters of the 
l’assamaquoddy Bay, and provides for the 
exchange of briefs within the |»©r.od of 
rlx months. The briefs were duly pre¬ 
sented within the prescribed period, but 
ns th© commissioners fulled to agree with¬ 
in six months after the exchange of the 
printed statements, as required by the 
treaty, U has now become necessary to 
resort to the arbitration provided for in 
the article. 

Th© International Fisheries Commission 
appointed pursuant to and under the au¬ 
thority of the convention of April 11, 1908, 
between the United States snd Great 
Hntam. has completed a system of unl- 
•orm und common international regula¬ 
tion-. for the protection and preservation 
if the food fishes In International bound¬ 
ary waters of Ih4 United States and Can¬ 
ada. 

Tli© regulations will be duly submitted 
tu Congr®** with a view to the enact¬ 
ment of such legislation as will be neces-

Commissioners Appointed. 

The convention providing for the set¬ 
tlement of international differences be¬ 
tween the United States and Canada, in¬ 
cluding the apportionment between the

*fim®r« to adjust certain other questions, 
signed on January 11. 2900, and to the 
ratification of which the Senate gave Its 
advice and consent on March 2. DO*.*, has 


not yet been ratified on th© part of Great 
Britain. 

Commissioners have been appointed on 
the part of th© United States to act Joint¬ 
ly with commissioners on the part of 
Canada In examining Into the auestlon of 
obstructions bn the St. John River, be¬ 
tween Maine and New Brunswick, and to 
make recommendations for the regulation 
of the uses thereof, ond are now en¬ 
gaged In this work. 

Negotiations for an interna Mortal con¬ 
ference to consider and reach an ar¬ 
rangement providing for th© preservation 
and protection of th© fur seals In th© 
North Pacific are In progress with the 
Gove -xtments of Great Britain. Japan and 
Russia. The attitude of th© Govern¬ 
ments interested leads me to hope for a 
satisfactory settlement of this question 
as th© ultimate outcome of th© negotia¬ 
tions.

Prig© Court Established. 


The second peace conference recently 
held at The Hague odonted n convention 
for th© establishment of an International 
prise court upon the Joint proi>csal o^del- 
egatlons of the United States France. 
Germany and Great Britain Th© law to 
bo observed by th© tribunal In the decis¬ 
ion of prise oases was. however, left In an 
uncertain and therefore unsatisfactory 
state Article 7 of the convention pro¬ 
vided that the court was to b« governed 
by the provisions of treaties existing be¬ 
tween tne belligerents, hut that *in the 
absence of such provisions, the court aha 11 
apply the rule* of International law If 
no generally recognised rule exists th© 
court shall give Judgment in accordance 
with the general principles of Justice and 
equity ** A*, however, many question# 

In International maritime law are under¬ 
stood differently and therefore Interpre’ed 
differently in various countries, it wis 
deemed advisable not to Intrust legislative 
power to the proposed court, but to de¬ 
termine the rules of law properly appli¬ 
cable in a conference of tne representa¬ 
tive maritime nations. Pursuant to an 
Invitation of Great Britain a conference 
was held at tendon from December 2.

Russia and .Spain The con¬ 
ference resulted in the Declaration of 
London, unanimously agreed to and signed 
by th© rartlclpnt’ng Powers, concerning 
among other matters, the hlghlv Impor¬ 
tant suMecta of blockade, contraband, th© 
destruction of neutral prises and continu¬ 
ous voyages.

the way of the establishment of an Inter¬ 
national prlae oourt. 

Undcr the authority given In the sundry 
civil appropriation act. approved March 
4 . 1909, the United States was represent¬ 
ed at the International Conference on 
Maritime Law at Bmssels. The confer¬ 
ence met on September 28 last and re¬ 
sulted In the signature ad referendum of 
a convention for th© unification of certain 
regulations with regard to maritime as¬ 
sistance and salvage and a convention 
for the unification of certain rules with re¬ 
gard to collisions at *®a. 

Two new projects of conventions which 
have not heretofore been considered In a 
diplomatic conference, namely, one con¬ 
cerning the limitation of the responsibU- 
Ity of ship owners, and the other con¬ 
cerning marine mortgages and privilege*, 
have been submitted by tho conference to 
the different Governments. 

The conference adjourned to meet again 
on April 11. 191* 

The International conference for the 
purpose of promotlryt uniform legislate® 
concerning letters of exchange, which 
was called by the Government of the 
Netherlands to meet at The Hague m Sep¬ 
tember.

external as well as internal and financial 
embarrassments. 

Th© Liberian Government afforded ev¬ 
ery facility to the commission for ascer¬ 
taining th© true state of affairs. The com¬ 
mission also had conferences with repre¬ 
sentative cltlxens, Interested foreigners 
and th© representatives of foreign Gov¬ 
ernments In Monrovia. Visits were mad© 
to various parts of th© republic and to 
the neighboring British colony of 8ierra 
Leone, where the commission was re¬ 
ceived by and conferred with the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

It will be remembered that the Interest 
of the United States In the Republic of 
Liberia spring© from the historical fact 
of th© foundation of the republic by the 
colonisation of American citisens of the 
African race. In an early treaty with 
Liberia there is a provision under which 
the United States may be called upon for 
advice or assistance. Pursuant to this 
provision nud in the spirit of the moral 
relationship of the United States to Li¬ 
beria. that republic la5t year asked this 
Government to tend assistance in the so¬ 
lution of certain of their national prob¬ 
lems. and lienee the commission was sem. 

Tho report or our commissioners has 
4 ust been completed and 1© now under ex¬ 
amination by tho Department of State. 
It Is hoped that there may result some 
helpful measure©. In which case It may 
be my duty qgain to Invite your atten¬ 
tion to tills subject.

The Spitsbergen Islands. 


His Majesty Mehmed V.. Sultan of Tur- 
addressed on January 26. 1909, to th© De¬ 
partment of State, conveyed an invita¬ 
tion to the Government of the United 
States to take port In a conference 
which It Is understood will b« held fn 
February or March, 1910, for th© purpose 
of devising means to remedy existing 
condition© In th© Spitsbergen islands. 

This Invitation was conveyed under the 
reservation that the question ot altering 
th© status of th© Inlands as countries 
belonging to no particular State, and as 
equally open to th© cltlxens and subjects 
or all Slates, should not be raised. 

Th© European Powers invited to this 
conference by th© Government of Nor¬ 
way were Belgium. Denmark, France, 
Germany. Great Britain. Russia. Sweden 
and the Netherlands. 

The Department of State. In vlsw of 
proofs filed with It In 1906, showing 
the American possession, ocruptation, 
and workmg of certain coal-bearing 
lands In Spitsbergen, accepted the Invi¬ 
tation under th© reservation above stated, 
and under th# further reservation that 
all Interests In those islands already 
vetted should be protected und that there 
should be equality of opportunity for 
the future. It was further pointed out 
that membership In the conference on 
the port of the United !Hote* wa* quali¬ 
fied by the consideration that this Gov¬ 
ernment would not become n signatory 
to anv conventional arrangement con¬ 
cluded by the European members of the 
conference which would Imply contribu¬ 
tory participation by th© Unltod states 
in any obligation or responsibility for 
the enforcement of any schem# of ad¬ 
ministration which might b* devised by 
the conference for the Islands.

Turkey’* Modern Policies. 
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His Majesty Mehmed V.. Sultan of Tur¬ 
key. recently sent to this country a spe¬ 
cial embassy to announce his accessfon. 
Th© qutek transition of the government of 
th© Ottoman empire from one of retro¬ 
grade tendencies to a constitutional gov¬ 
ernment with a Parliament and with pro. 
gresslvo modesb polU les of reform and 
public improvement Is on© of tho impor¬ 
tant phenomena of our times. Constitu¬ 
tional government seems also to hav© 
made further advonc© In Persia. The©© 
events have turned the eyes of the world 
upon the N«r East. In that quarter the 
prestige of the United States mis spread 
widely through the peaceful Influence of 
American schools, universities and mis¬ 
sionaries There Is every reason why we 
should obtain a greater share of the com¬ 
merce of th© Near East since th© condi¬ 
tions ar© more favorable now than over 
before.

Bolivia-Pent Boundary. 

One of the happiest events In recent 
Pan-American diplomacy was the pacific. 
Independent settlements by tho govern¬ 
ments of Bollv‘a and Peru of a boundary 
difference between thorn, which for some 
weeks threatened to cause war and even 
to ©ntraln ©mbltterments affecting other 
republics less directly concerned. From 
various quarters, directly or Indirectly 
concerned, the intermediation of the Unit¬ 
ed States was sought to assist In a solu¬ 
tion of th© controversy. Desiring at all 
times to abstain from any undue mingling 
In the affairs of sister republics and hav¬ 
ing faith in the ability of the govern¬ 
ments of Peru and Bolivia themselves to 
settle their difference* In Mi mariner sat¬ 
isfactory to themselves which, viewed 
with magnanimity, would assuage nil ©m- 
bltterment. this Government steadily ab¬ 
stained from being drawn into th© con¬ 
troversy and was much gratified to find 
Its confidence Justified by ©vents.

Pan-American Conference. 


Uve delegation, qualified fittingly to rep¬ 
resent this country and to deal with the 
problems of Intercontinental Interest 
which will there by discussed. 

Tho Argentine Republic will also hold 
from May to November. 1910. at Bueno* 
Ayres, a great International Agricultural 
Exhibition In which the United States 
has been Invited to participate. Consid¬ 
ering th© rapid growth of th© trade of 
th# United States with th© Argentine Re¬ 
public and th© cordial relations existing 
between the two nations, together with 
the fact that It provides an opportunity 
to show deference to a sister republic on 
the occasion of the celebration of its 
national 1nd®p©ndenc#. the proper depart¬ 
ments of this Government er© taking 
steps to apprise the Interests ooncemed 
of the opportunity afforded by this ex¬ 
hibition. In which appropriate partici¬ 
pation by this country la so desirable. 
The designation of an official representa¬ 
tive Is also receiving consideration. 

• • • 

Foreign Commercial Interests, 


To-day, more than ever before, Ameri¬ 
can capital Is seeking Investment In for¬ 
eign countries, and American products 
are more and more generally seeking for¬ 
eign markets. As a consequence. In all 
countries there are American cltlxens and 
American Interests to bo protected, on 
occasion, by their Government. These 
movements of men, of capital and of 
commodities bring peoples snd Govern¬ 
ments closer together and so form bonds 
of peace and mutual dependency, as they 
must also naturally sometimes make pass¬ 
ing points of friction. The resultant situ¬ 
ation inevitably imposes upon this Gov¬ 
ernment vastly Increased re*pon»!bMtlex 
This Administration, through the Depart¬ 
ment of State and the roreign service. Is 
lending all proper support to legitimate 
and beneficial American enterprises In for¬ 
eign countries, th© degre© of such support 
being measured by the national advant¬ 
ages to be expected. A cltlxen himself 
cannot by contract or otherwise divest 
himself of the right, nor can thia Gov¬ 
ernment escape the obligation, of his pro¬ 
tection In bis personal and property rights 
when these are unjustly infringed In a 
foreign country. To avoid ceaseless vexa¬ 
tions It Is proper that In considering 
whether American enterprise should be 
encouraged or supported In a particular 
country, the Government should give full 
weight not only to the national, os op¬ 
posed to the Individual benefits to ac¬ 
crue, but also to the fact whother or not 
the Government of the country in ques¬ 
tion is In Its administration arw] In Its 
diplomacy faithful to the principle© of 
moderation, equity and Justice upon which 
alone depend International credit. In 
diplomacy as well as In finance. 

Tb® Pan-American policy of this Gov¬ 
ernment has long been fixed in Us prin¬ 
ciples and remains unchanged. With the 
changed circumstance© or the United 
.Stales and of the republics to the south 
of us, most of which have great natural 
resources, stable Government and progres¬ 
sive ideals, the apprehension which gave 
rise to the Monro© Doctrine may be said 
to have nearly disappeared, and neither 
the doctrine as It exists nor any other 
doctrine of American policy should be 
permitted to operate for the perpetuation 
of irresponsible Government, the ©scape 
of Just obligations, or th© Insidious alle¬ 
gation of dominating ambitions on the 
part of the United States. 

• • • 

Meeting With Diax. 


Beside the fundamental doctrines of th© 
Pan-American policy there have grown 
up a realization of political interests, 
community of Institutions and Ideals, and 
a flourishing commerce. All these bonds 
will be greatly strengthened as time goes 
on. and Increased facilities, such aa th© 
great bank soon to be established In 
Latin America, supply the means for 
building up the ooloaaai Intercontinental 
commerce of the future. 

My meeting with President Dias and 
th© greeting exchanged on both Amer¬ 
ican and Mexican soil served. I hope, to 
signalise the close and cordial relations 
which so well bind tug other this re¬ 
public and the great republic immediate¬ 
ly to the south, between which there Is 
so vsst a network of material Interests. 

I mn happy to say that all but one 
of the case© which for so long vexed our 
relations with Venezuela have been met¬ 
tled within the pose few* months. *.id 
that, under the enlightened regim© now 
directing the Government of Venezuela, 
provision has been made for arbitration 
of the remaining case before The HAgu© 
tribunal. 

On July 30. 1909. th© Government of 
panama agreed, after considerable ne¬ 
gotiation. to Indemnify th© relatives of 
the American officers and sailors who 
were brutally treated, on© of them hav¬ 
ing. Indeed, been killed by the Panaman 
police this year. 

The sincere desire of th© Government 
of Panama to do away with a situation 
where such an accident could uc:uV Is 
manifest in the recent request In com- 

f >llance with which this Government has 
©nt th© services of an officer of tho 
army to b© employed by th© Government 
of Panama Is Instructor of police. 

Th© sanitary Improvements nnd pub¬ 
lic works undertaken In Cuba piiur to 
the present administration of that Gov¬ 
ernment. In the sucess of which th© 
United States Is Interested under the 
treaty, ar© reported to be making 
progress, and since the Congress pro¬ 
vided for the continuance of th© recip¬ 
rocal commercial arrangement bet reon 
Cuba and the United States asiumvtco 
lias been received that no negotiations 
Injuriously affecting the situation ytlil 
b« undertaken without consultation. 

• • • 

Collection of Customs, 


The collection of tho customs of the Do¬ 
minican republic through the general re¬ 
ceiver Of customs appointed by th® Presi¬ 
dent of th© United States In accordance 
with th© convention of February 8, 1907, 
has proceeded In an uneventful and satis¬ 
factory manner. The customs receipts 
have decreased owing to disturbed po¬ 
litical and economic conditions and to a 
very natural curtailment of imports in 
view of the anticipated revision of the 
Dominican tariff schedule. The payment* 
to the fiscal agency fund for the service 
of the bonded debt of the republic, as pro¬ 
vided by the convention, have been regu¬ 
larly and promptly made, and satisfactory 
progress has been made In carrying out 
the provisions of the convention looking 
towards the completion of th© adjustment 
of the debt and th© acquirement by tn© 
Dominican government of certain cone©*, 
along and monopolies which have been a 
burden to th© commerce of tho country. 
In short, the receivership has demonstrat¬ 
ed Us ability, even under unfavorable cou- 
n^mio and political condition*, to do the 
work for which It wa* Intended.

Disputes With Nicaragqia. 


On July 9 next there will open at 
Buenos Ayres the Fourth Pan-American 
Conference. This conference will hav© a 
special meaning to the heart* of all 
Americans, because around Its date nr© 
clustered tho anniversaries of the Inde¬ 
pendence of so many of ihe American 
republics. It Is not necessary for me to 
remind the Congress of the political, so¬ 
cial and commercial Importance of these 
gatherings. You are n>k*nl to make lib¬ 
eral appropriation for our participation. 
If thin be grunted. It Is my purpose to 
appoint a distinguished and representa- 


Thls Government was obliged to Inter¬ 
vene diplomatically to bring about arbitra¬ 
tion or settlement of the claim of the 
Emery Company against Nicaragua, 
which It had long before boon agreed 
should be arbitrated. A settlement of thl* 
troublesome case was reached by the slg. 
nature of a protocol on September 18, i'J09. 

Many years ago diplomatic Intervention 
became necessary to the protection of the 
interests tn th© American claim of Alsop 
& Co. against the government of Chile. 
The government of Chile had frequently 
admitted obligation in the case anil had 
promised this Government to settle 1L 
There had been two abortive attempts to 
do *o through arbitral commissions, which 
failed through lack of Jurisdiction. Now, 
happily, as tho result of the recent dlplo- 
malic negotiations, the governments of 
the United States and of Chile, actuated 
by tho sincere desire to free from any 
strain those cordial and friendly relations 
upon which both set such store, have 
agreed by a protocol 1o submit th© con¬ 
troversy to definitive settlement by his 
Britannic Majesty. Edward VII.

Zelay&’s Barbarities. 


Bine© the Washington conventions of 
1907 were communicated to the Govern¬ 
ment of th© United State* as a consulting 
and advising party, this Government has 
boen almost continuously called upon by 
one or another, and In turn by all of tho 
five Central American -republic*, to exert 
Itself for the maintenance of the conven¬ 
tions Nearly every complaint has been 
against the Zelaya Government of Nica¬ 
ragua. which has kept Oentm! America 
In constant tension or turmoil. The re¬ 
sponses hade to the representations of 
Centra,! American republics, a* due from 
the United 8tates on account of Us rela¬ 
tion to the Washington conventions, have 
been at all times conservative and have 
avoided, so for a* possible, any semblance 
of geographic proximity to th® Cans! Zone 
and or th© very substantial American In¬ 
terests In Central America give to the 
United States a special position In the 
nine of these republics and the Caribbean 
Sea. 

I need not rehear*© here the put lent 
efforts of this Government to promote 
pesre and welfare among th®f© republics, 
efforts which are fully appreciated by the 
majority of them who aro loyal to their 


true Interests. It would be no les« un¬ 
necessary to rehearse here the ead tale 
of unsneaJtable barbarities and oppression 
alleged to have been committed by the 
Zelaya Government. Recently two Amer¬ 
icans were put to death bv order of Pres¬ 
ident Zelaya himself. They were of¬ 
ficers In the organized force* of u revo¬ 
lution which had continued many week* 
ond was in control of about hair of th© 
republic, and as such, according to th© 
modern enlightened practice of civilized 
nations, they were entitled to bo dealt 
with as prisoners of war. 

At th© date when this message Is 
printed, this Government has terminated 
diplomatic relations with the Zelaya gov¬ 
ernment for reasons made public tn a 
communication to the former Nicaraguan 
Charge d'Affatres, nnd Is Intending to 
take such future steps a* may be found 
most consistent with Its dignity. Its duty 
to American Interests and Us moral ob¬ 
ligations to Central America and to civil¬ 
isation. It may be necessary for me to 
bring this subject to the attention of 
Congress In a special message,

Bureau of Republics. 


The International Bureau of American 
Republics has carried on an Important 
and increasing work- during the lust year. 
In the exercise of Us peculiar function* 
as an international agency*, maintained by 
all the American republics for the devel¬ 
opment of Pan-American commerce and 
friendship. It has accomplished a great 
practical good which could b© done tn th® 
same way by Do Individual department or 
bureau of one government, and Is there¬ 
fore deserving of your liberal ©upport. Tho 
fact that It Is about to enter a new build¬ 
ing. erected through the munificence of an 
American nhllanthrop.M and the contri¬ 
butions of all the American nations, 
where both Its efficiency of administra¬ 
tion and expense of maintenance will nat¬ 
urally be augmented, further entitles It 
to special consideration. 

In the Far East this Government pre¬ 
serves unchanged 11s policy of support¬ 
ing the principle of equality of oppor¬ 
tunity and scrupulous respect for the in¬ 
tegrity of the Chinese empire, to which 
policy are pledged the Interested Powers 
of both East and West. 

By the treaty of 1903 China has under¬ 
taken the abolition of llkln with a mod- 
crato and proportionate raising of the 
customs tariff aloug with currency re¬ 
form. These reforqi* being of manifest 
advantage to foreign commerce as well os 
to th© Interests of Chino, this Govern¬ 
ment Is endeavoring to facilitate the*© 
measures and the needful acquiescence of 
the treaty Powers. When it appeared 
that Chinese llkln revenues were to be 
hypothecated to foreign bankers In con¬ 
nection with a great railway project, it 
was obvious that the Governments whose 
nationals hold this loan would have a 
certain direct Interest In the question of 
the carrying out by China of the reforms 
in question. Because this railroad loan 
represented a practical and real applica¬ 
tion of the open door policy through co¬ 
operation with China by Interested Pow¬ 
ers os well os because of Its relations 
to thereforms referred to above, the Ad¬ 
ministration deemed American participa¬ 
tion to,be of great national interest. Hap¬ 
pily. when It was as a matter of broad 
policy urgent that this opportunity should 
not be lost, the indispensable Instru¬ 
mentality presented itself when a group 
of American bonkrrs, of International rep¬ 
utation and great resources, agreed at 
once to share In the loan upon precisely 
such term* as this Government should 
approve. Th© chief of those terms was 
that American railway material should be 
upon an exact equality with that of the 
other nations Joining In the loan In the 
placing of orders for this whole railroad 
system After months of negotiation the 
squal participation of Americans seems at 
lost assured. It is gratifying that Amer¬ 
icans will thus take their share In this 
extension of these grVat highways of 
trade, and to believe that such activities 
will give a real Impetus to our commerce 
and will prove a practical corollary to our 
historic policy In ths Far East.

China's Substantial Progress.

The Diplomatic Service. 


Th© Imperial Chinese Government In 
pursuance of its decision to devote funds 
from tho portion of the indemnity remit¬ 
ted by the United States to th© sending 
of ytudent* lo thl* country has already 
completed arrangements for carrying out 
this purpose, and a considerable body of 
students have strived to take up their 
work In our schools and universities. No 
one can doubt the happy effect that the 
associations formed by these representa¬ 
tive young men will have wfofn they re¬ 
turn to take up their work In the progres¬ 
sive development of their countiy. 

The results of the Opium conference, 
held at Shanghai last spring at the In¬ 
vitation of the United States, have been 
laid before the Government. The report 
shows that China is making remaxkabla 
progress and admirable efforts toward the 
eradication of the opium evil and that the 
governments concerned have not allowed 
tiielr commercial* Interests to Interfere 
with a helpful co-operation in this re¬ 
form. Collaterlal investigations of th© 
opium question tn this country lead me to 
recommend that thd manufacture, aale 
and use of oulum and its derivatives In 
the United states should be so far as 
possible more rigorously controlled by leg¬ 
islation. 

In on© of the Chlnese-Jaxmnese conven¬ 
tions of September 4 of this year there 
was a provision which caused considera¬ 
ble public apprehension In that upon Its 
face It wa© believed In some quarters to 
seek to establish a monopoly of mining 
privileges along tho Soutn Manchurian 
and Antung-Mukden railroads, and thus 
to exclude Americans from a wide fl* Id 
of enterprise, to take part in which they 
were by treaty with Chins entitled. After 
a thorough examination of the conven¬ 
tions and of the several contextual docu¬ 
ments. the Secretary of State reached tn® 
conclusion that no such monopoly was in¬ 
tended or accomplished. However. In view 
of the widespread discussion of this ques¬ 
tion, to confirm the view It had reached, 
this Government made Inquiry of the Im¬ 
perial Chinese abd Japanese governments 
and received from each official assurance 
that the provision had no purpose Incon¬ 
sistent with the policy of equality of op¬ 
portunity to which the signatories, in 
common wrlth the United States, are 
pledged. 

• • • 

Cordial Relations With Japan. 


In modem times political and commer¬ 
cial Interests are in ter-related, and la 
the negotiation of commercial treaties, 
conventions aud tariff agreements, the 
keeping open of opportunities and the 
proper support of American enterprise*, 
our diplomatic service Is quite as im¬ 
portant as th© consular service to the 
business Interests of th© country. Im¬ 
pressed with this idea and convinced 
that solectlon after rigorous examina¬ 
tion. promotion for merit solely fed tho 
experience only to be gained through the 
continuity of an organized service are in¬ 
dispensable to a high degree of efficiency 
In the diplomatic service, I have signed 
an executive order as the first step to¬ 
ward this very desirable result. Its ef¬ 
fect should be to place all secretaries In 
the diplomatic service in much the same 
position as consular officers ar® now 
placed and to tend to the promotion of 
th© most efficient to th© grade of Min¬ 
ister, generally leaving for outside ap¬ 
pointment such posts of th© grade of 
Ambassador or Minister as It may be ex¬ 
pedient to fill from without the »ervic©. 
It Is proposed also to continue th© prac¬ 
tice Instituted last summer of giving to 
all newly-appointed secretaries at least 
one month’s thorough training In the De¬ 
partment of State before they proceed to 
their posts. That has been done for 
some time In regard to the consular serv¬ 
ice with excellent results. 

Under a provision of the act of August 
6 , 1909, I have appointed three officials to 
assist the officers of the Government In 
collecting Information necessary to a 
wise administration of the tariff act of 
August 6, 1909. As to questions of cus¬ 
toms administration they a*© oo-operat¬ 
ing with tho officials of the Treasury De¬ 
partment and as to matters of the need* 
und the exigencies of our manufacturers 
and exporters, with the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, In Its relation to 
the domestic nspect of the subject of for¬ 
eign commerce. In the study of foreign 
tariff treatment they will assist the Bu¬ 
reau of Trad© Relations Of the Depart¬ 
ment of State. It is hoped thus to co¬ 
ordinate and bring to bear upon this 
most important subject all ttig agencies 
of the Government which can contribute 
anything to its efficient handling. 

Ax a consequence of section 2 of th© tar¬ 
iff act of August 5. 1909. It become* th© 
duly of the Secretary of State to con¬ 
duct as diplomatic business all th* nego¬ 
tiations necessary to place him tn a po¬ 
sition to advise me as to whether or not 
a particular country unduly discrimin¬ 
ates against the United States In the 
sense of the statute referred to. The 
great scope and complexity of this work, 
as well as the obligation to lend all prop¬ 
er old to our expanding commerce. If met 

> expansion of the Bureau of Trade 
Relations a© set forth In tho estimates 
for the Department of State.

Detail Reports Explained, 


I have thus In some detail described the 
important transactions of the Slat© De¬ 
partment since the beginning of this Ad¬ 
ministration for the reason that there Is 
no provision cither by statute or custom 
for a fonnal report by the Secretary of 
State to th© President or to Congress, 
arid a presidential message Is the only 
means by which the condition of our for¬ 
eign relations Is brought to the attention 
of Congress and tit© public. 

In rienhng with the affairs of the other 
departments, the heads of which all sub¬ 
mit annual reports, I shall touch only 
those matters that seem to m© to call 
for special mention on my port without 
minimizing In any way the recbmmenda 
tions mud© by them for legislation affect 
Ing their respective departments/ In all 
of which I wish to express my general 
concurrence.

Economy and Revenue*. 


Our traditional relations with the Jap¬ 
anese Empire continue cordial as usual. 
As th© representative of Japost. his Im¬ 
perial highness Prince Kunl visited the 
liudaon-Fulton celebration. Th© recent 
visit of a delegation of prominent busi¬ 
ness men ss guests of the Chambers of 
Commerce of the Pacific slope, whose rep¬ 
resentatives had been so agreeably re¬ 
ceived In Japan, will doubtless contribute 
to tiie growing trade acroas the Pacific, 
as well ss to that mutual understanding 
which leads to mutual appreciation. Th© 
arrangement of 1WX* for a co-operative 
control of the coming of laborers tn the 
United States has proved to work satis¬ 
factorily. The matter of a revision ot 
tho exist lug treaty betw een the United 
States and Japan which la terminable In 
1912 Is already receiving the study of both 
countries. 

The Itenartment of State Is considering 
the revision In whole or in part of the 
existing treaty with Spain, which was 
concluded In 1866 and l* T*t>w, in respect 
to many of Its provisions, out of date.

The Department of State. 


Perhaps the most Important question 
presented to this Administration is that 
of economy in expenditures and suffi¬ 
ciency of revenue. The deficit of the last 
fiscal year, snd th© certain deficit of the 
current year, prompted Congress to 
throw a greater responsibility on tho Ex¬ 
ecutive and the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury than hod heretofore been declared by 
ctatutn. This declaration Imposes upon 
the Secretary of the Treasury the duty 
of assembling all the estimates of the 
executive departments bureaus, and of¬ 
fices. of the expenditures necessary in tb© 
ensuing fiscal year, and of making sn 
estimate of the revenues of th© Govern¬ 
ment for the same period; and if a prob¬ 
able deficit Is thus shown. It Is mode the 
duty of th© President to recommend the 
method by which such deficit can be met. 

The r©i>ort of the Secretary shows that 
the ordinary expenditures for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year ending June 30, 1909, will 
exceed the estimated receipts by $34,076,- 
620. If to this deficit 1© inMcd the sura

suing fiscal year. I directed the h&ds 
of departments In the preparation of 
their estimates to make them as low as 
possible consistent with imperative gov¬ 
ernmental necessity. The result pa® 
been, us I am advised by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, that the estimates for¬ 
th© expenses of the Government for the 
fiscal year ending June 30. 1911, are less 
than the appropriation for this current 
fiscal year by $42J$18.000. So far as the 
Secretary of the Treasury Is able to fnrTO 
a judgment as to future Income and com¬ 
pare It with thesexpendlturos for the next 
fiscal year ending June 30. 1311, and ex¬ 
cluding payments on account of the Pan¬ 
ama canal, which will doubtless be taken 
up by bonds, there will be a surplus of 
$35,931,000. 

In the present estimates the needs of 
the departments and of the Government 
have boen cut to th* quick, so to speak, 
and any assumption on the part of Con¬ 
gress. so often made In times post, that 
the estimates have been prepared with 
th© expectation that they may be re¬ 
duced. will result in seriously hampering 
prof* r administration. 

Th© Secretary of the Treasury points 
out what should be oorofully noted in re¬ 
spect to this reduction in governmental 
expenses for the next fiscal year, that the 
economics are of two kinds—first, there 
Is a saving In tho permanent administra¬ 
tion of tno departments, bureaus and 
offices of the Government; and, second, 
ther* is (^present reduction In expenses 
by a poeiponement of projects and Im¬ 
provements that ultimately will have to 
be aarried out. but which are now de¬ 
layed with the hop© that additional rev¬ 
enue In the future will permit th*Jr 
execution without producing a deficit. 


Bureau Reorganlxatioji. 


It bos boen Impossible in the prepara¬ 
tion of estimate* greatly to reduce tbe 
cost of permanent administration. This 
cannot be done without a thorough re¬ 
organisation of bureaus, offices and de¬ 
portments. For the purpose of securing 
information which may enable tho exec¬ 
utive and the legislative branch*© to unite 
In a plan for the permanent redooUoq 
of th® cost of governmental administra¬ 
tion, th© Treasury Department bos •In¬ 
stituted an Investigation by one of the 
most skilled accountants In the United 
States. Th© result of his work In two 
or Uirc© bureau*, which. If extended to 
tho entire Government, must occupy two 
or more years, lias been to show much 
room for improvement and opportunity 
for suitstAntlaJ reductions In the cost and 
Increased efficiency of administration. Tho 
object of the investigation Is to devise 
means to increase the average efficiency 
of each employe. There Is grwit room 
for improvement toward this end, lvot 
only by the reorganisation of bureaus 
and departments and in th© avoidance 
of duplication, but also In the treatment 
of the individual employe. 

Under the present system It constantly 
happens that two employes receive the 
same salary when the work of one I* far 
more difficult mid Important and exacting 
than that of the other. Superior ability 
is not rewarded or encouraged. As ths 
classification la now entirely by 
an employ© often rises to tho highest 
clous while doing tho easiest work, for 
which alone ho may be fitted. An Inves¬ 
tigation ordered by ray predecessor re¬ 
sulted In the recommendation that the 
civil service be reclassified according to 
tho kind of work, so that th© work re¬ 
quiring most application and knowledge 
and ubiilty ©hall receive moat compensa¬ 
tion. I believe such a change would bo 
fairer to the whol© force and would per¬ 
manently improve the personnel of the 
service. . . . 

31 ore than this, ©very reform directed 
toward the Improvement In the average 
efficiency of government employes inuit 
depend on the ability of th© Executive 
to eliminate from tho government serv¬ 
ice those who are Inefficient from any* 
cause, snd as th© degre© or efficiency in 
all the departments is much lessened by 
the retention of old employes who have 
outlived their energy and usefulness. It 
Is Indispensable to any proper system of 
economy that provision be mad© so that 
their separation from tho service shall be 
easy and Inevitable. It is Impossible to 
make such provision unless there la 
adopted a plan of civil pensions.

therefor of younger and more tnergetio 
► er\ ants, promotes both economy and effi¬ 
ciency of administration. 

I am aware that thero la a strong feel¬ 
ing In both Houses of Congress, sod pos¬ 
sibly In th© country, against ihe estab¬ 
lishment of civic pensions, and that this 
has naturally grown out of the heavy 
burden of military mansions, which It Ivaa 
always been the policy of our Government 
to assume; but 1 am strongly convinced 
that no other practical solution of the dif¬ 
ficulties presented by the superannuation 
of civil servants can be found than that 
of a system of civil pensions. 

Th© bumness ami expenditures of th© 
Government have expanded enormously 
sine© the Spanish War. but as the reve¬ 
nues have increased In nearly the same 
proportion as the expenditures until re¬ 
cently, the attention* of the public, and 
of those responsible for the Government, 
has not been fastoned upon the question 
of reducing the cost of administration. 
W© cannot. In view of the advancing 
prices of living, hop© to save money by 
a reduction In the standard of salaries 
paid. Indeed, If any change Is mad© In 
that regard, an Increase rather than a 
decrease will be necessary; and the only 
moans of economy will be in reducing 
the number of employes and In obtaining 
a greater avorag* of efficiency from those 
retained In tne service. 

Close investigation and study needed to 
make definite recommendation© in this 
regard will consume at least two years. 
I note with much satisfaction the or¬ 
ganization In the Senate of a Commit¬ 
tee on Public Expenditures, charged with 
the duty of conducting such an Investiga¬ 
tion. and I tender to that committee all 
the assistance which the executive 
branch of tho Government can possibly 
render.

The Customs Frauds. 


Most of the great industrial organisa¬ 
tions. and many of the well-conducted 
railways of this country, are coming to 
the conclusion that a system of pensions 
for old employe*, and the substitution 


I regret to refer to the fact of the 
discovery of extensive frauds In tho col¬ 
lection of the customs revenue at New 
York City. In which a number of th© 
subordinate employe* In th© weighing 
and other departments were directly Con¬ 
cerned and in which the beneficiaries 
were the American Hugar Refining Com¬ 
pany and others. The frauds cunMsted 
n iii*- payment of duty on under® •. 
of sugar. The Government has recov¬ 
ered from the American Sugar Refining 
Company all that It Is shown to have 
been defrauded of. The sum was re¬ 
ceived in full of tho amount due. which 
might have be®n recovered! by civil suit 
against the beneficiary of the fraud, but 
there wa* an express reservation tn the 
contract of settlement by which the set¬ 
tlement should not Interfere with, or pre¬ 
vent the criminal prosecution of every¬ 
one who was found to be subject to tbe 
same. 

Criminal prosecutions are now proceed¬ 
ing against a number of the Gc?irn%\*nt 
officers. The Treasury Depaitmani and 
the Department of Justice arc exerting 
©very effort to discover all the wrong¬ 
doers, Including the officers and employes 
of the companies who may have been 
privy to the fraud. It would seem w> 
me that an Investigation of the fraud* 
by Congress at present, pending th# 
probing by the Treasury Department and 
th© Department of Justice, as proposed* 
might, by giving Immunity and other¬ 
wise prove an embarrassment fn securing 
conviction of the guilty parties.

The New Tariff Act. 

_I_ 

Two features of the new tariff act call 
for special reference. By virtu# of th* 
clause known as the ’’Maximum and 
Minimum" clause. It is th© duty of the 
Executive to consider the law* and prac¬ 
tices of other countries with reference to 
the Importation Into those countries of 
tho products snd merchandise of th# 
United States, and If th© Executive finds 
such laws and practices not to b# unduly 
discriminatory against the United States, 
th© minimum duties provided In th® bl’., 
are to go Into force. Unless th© Presi¬ 
dent makes such a finding, then the max¬ 
imum duties provided in the bill, that Is. 
an Increase of 2S per cent, ad valorem 
over the minimum duties, are to be tn 
force. Fear has 'been expressed that this 
power conferred and duty Imposed on the 
Executive Is likely to lead to a tail ft 
war. 1 beg to express the hop© und be¬ 
lief that no such result need b# antici¬ 
pated. 

Tb© discretion granted to -the Executive 
by thq terms "unduly discriminatory" Is 
wide. In order that the maximum duty 
shall be charged against the import* 
from a country, U 1* necessary that he 
shall find on the part of that country 
not only discriminations In Its laws or 
the practice under them against tho 
trad* of th© United States, but thst th© 
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l earnestly recommend to the favorable 
action of the Congress the estimates sub¬ 
mitted by the Department of Slat® and 
most especially the legislation suggested 
in th© Secretary of State’s letter ot this 
date whereby It will be possible to de¬ 
velop and make permanent the reorgani¬ 
sation of the department upon modern 
lines in a manner to make It a thoroughly 
efficient instrument In th# furtherance of 
our foreign trade and of American inter¬ 
ests abroad- Th© plan to have dtviaiona 
of Latin-American and Far Eastern Af¬ 
fairs and to Institute a certain speciali¬ 
zation in business with Europe and Lho 
Near East will at once commend itself. 
These politico- geograph leal division* and 
the detail from the diplomatic or consu¬ 
lar service to th# department of a number 
of men. who bring to th© study of compli¬ 
cated problems in different parts of th© 
world practical knowledge recently gained 
on the spot, clearly Is of the greatest ad- ; 
vantage to tho Secretary of State In tore- i 
seeing conditions likely to urtse and in 
•'‘onductlng the groat variety of cor re-1 
spondence and negotiation. It should t>o 
remembered that such facilities exist in 
the foreign offices of all the leading com¬ 
mercial nations and that to deny them to 
th© Secretary of Stale would be to place 
this Government at a great disadvantage 
in th® rivalry of commercial competition. 

Tho consular service ha* been greatly 
improved under tbe law of April 5, 1906. 
and the executive order of June 27. fikK. 
and I commend to your consideration the 
question of embodying In a statute tho 
principle# of tho present executive order 
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discrimination* found shall be undue; 
that It, without good and fair reason. I 
conceive that this power was reposed in 
the President with the hope that the 
maximum duties might never be uppltr 1 
In any case, but that the power to apply 
them would enable the President and the 
date Department through frit ndly nego¬ 
tiation to secure tho elimination from the 
laws and the practice under them of any 
foreign country of that which is unduly 
discriminatory. No one Is seeking a tar¬ 
iff war or a condition In which the spirit 
of retaliation shall be aroused.

The Tariff Board. 


The new tariff law enables me to ap¬ 
point a tariff board to assist me in con¬ 
fection with the Department or .State in 
the administration of the minimum and 
tnaximum clause of the act ami also to 
AatiiM officer* of the Government in tho 
administration of tho entire law. An ex¬ 
amination of the law and an understand¬ 
ing of the nature of the farts which 
Should bo considered In discharging the 
junctions Imposed upon the Executive 
Show that X have the power to direct 
flic tariff board to make a comprehensive 
glossary and encyclopedia or the terms 

K ied and articles embraced In the tariff 
w, and to secure information as to the 
coat of production of such goods In this 
country and the cost of their pioduction 
In foreign countries. I have, tueretorc, 
appointed a tariff board consisting of 
thres members and have directed them to 
perform all the duties above described. 
This work will perhaps take two or three 
pears, and I ask from Congress n con¬ 
tinuing annual appropriation equal to that 
already made for Its prosecution. 1 be¬ 
lieve that the work of this board will be 
a prime utility and Importance whenever 
Congress shall deem it wise again to re¬ 
adjust the customs duties. lr the facts 
Secured by the tariff board are of such 
a character as to show generally that the 
rates of duties imposed by the present 
tariff law are excessive undet the prin¬ 
ciples of protection as described In the 

i datform of tho successful party at the 
ate election. I shall not hesitate to Invite 
he attention of Congress to this fact 
and to the necessity for action predicated 
thereon. Nothing, however, halts bus!no a 
and interferes with the course of pros¬ 
perity so much as the threatened revision 
Of the tariff, and until the tacts are at 
hand, after careful and deliberate inves¬ 
tigation. upon which such revision can 
properly be undertaken, It seeins to me 
tmwise to attempt It. The amount of mis¬ 
information that creeps into arguments 
pro and con in respect to tariff rates Is 
auch as to require the kind of Investiga¬ 
tion that I have directed the tariff board 
to make, an investigation undertaken by 
It wholly without respect to the effect 
irhlch the facts may have in calling for a 
Readjustment of the rates of duty.

War Department Estimate*. 


In the Interest of Immediate economy 
and because of the prospect of a deficit, 
J have required a reduction In the esti¬ 
mates of the War Department for the 
coming fiscal year, which brings the to¬ 
tal estimates down to an amount forty- 
five millions less than the corresponding 
estimates of last year. This could only 
be accomplished by cutting off new 
projects and suspending for the period 
of one year all progress In military mat¬ 
ters. For the same reason I have di¬ 
rected that the army shall not be recruit¬ 
ed up to Us present authorized strength. 
These measute# can hardly be more than 
temporary—to last until our revenues are 
In belter condition and until the whole 
ouestlon of the expediency of adopting a 
definite military policy can be submitted 
to Congress, for I am sure that the in¬ 
terest* of the military establishment are 
aerloumiy in need of careful considera¬ 
tion by Congress. The laws regulating 
the organization of our armed force* in 
the event of war need to be revised In 
Order that the organisation can be mod¬ 
ified so as to produce a force which 
would be more consistently apportioned 
throughout Its numerous branches. To 

P lain the circumstances upon which 
i opinion is based would necessitate a 
|thy discussion, and 1 postpone It un¬ 
til# first convenient opportunity shall 
arise to send to Congress a special mes¬ 
sage upou this subject.

Changes In the Army. 

The Secretary of War calls attention 
to a number of needed changes in the 
fenny In all of which I concur, but the 

E tnt upon which 1 place most emphasis 
the need for an elimination bill pro- 
ling a method by which the merits of 
pfffoars shall have some effect upon their 
Advancement and by which the advance¬ 
ment of all may be accelerated by the 
effective elimination of a definite propor¬ 
tion of the least efficient. There are In 
every army, and certainly In ours, a 
number of officers who do not violate 
ihelr duty In any such way as to give 
reason for a court-martial or dismissal, 
but who do not show such aptitude and 
pklll and character for high command as 
to Justify their remaining In the active 
service to be promoted. Provision should 
be made by which they may be retired 
€>n a certain proportion of their pay. In- 
greasing with their length of service at 
the time of retirement. There is now a 
personnel law for the navy which Itself 
needs amendment and to which I shall 
piake further reference. Such a law Is 
needed quite as much for the army.

Chesapeake Bay Defense. 

The coast defense* of the United States 

5 roper are generally ail that could be 
estred. and in some respects they are 
rather more elaborate than under present 
conditions are needed to etop an ene¬ 
my's fleet from entering the harbor* de¬ 
fended There is. however, one place 
where sdd'.ttonal defense Is badly needed, 
and that is at the mouth of Chesapeake 
Bay. where It I* proposed to make an 
artificial Island for a fort which shall pre¬ 
vent an enemy's fleet from entering thl* 
most important strategical base of opera¬ 
tions on the whole Atlantic and Gulf 
coaat*. 1 hope that appropriate legisla¬ 
tion will be adopted to secure the con¬ 
struction of this defense. 

The military and naval Joint board have 
unanimously agreed that It would be un¬ 
wise to make the large expenditures 
which *t one time were contemplated in 
the establishment of a naval base and 
Station In the Philippine Islands, and have 
expressed their Judgment, in which 1 fully 
concur. In favor or making an extensive 
ravaJ base at Pearl Harbor, near Hon »- 
lulu, and not in the Philippine* Thl* dot* 
tiot dispense with the necessity for the 
comparatively email appropriations re¬ 
quired to flalsh the proper coast defense* 
in tho Philippine* now under construc¬ 
tion on the Island of OorregUor and 
elsewhere or to complete a suitable re- 
air station and coaling supply station at 


Manila Bay and Olongnpo as naval sta¬ 
tions. and will lead to prompt measures 
for tne proper equipment and defense of 
2 J #arl Harbor.

earnestly presented to Congress Dy my 
predecessor, end 1 also urgently recom¬ 
mend Uie subject for consideration. 

Early In the coming session a compre¬ 
hensive plan for the reorganization of the 
officers of all corps of the navy will be 
presented to Congress, and 1 hope It will 
inevt with action suited to Its urgency. 

Owing to the necessity for economy in 
expenditures. I have directed the curtail, 
rnent of recommendations for naval ap¬ 
propriations so that they are thlrty-eignt 
millions less than the corresponding es¬ 
timates of last year, and the request for 
new naval construction Is limited to two 
flret-clasa battleships and one repair ves¬ 
sel. 

• • • 

Approves Navy Changes. 

The use of a navy is for military pur¬ 
poses. and there has been found need in 
tne department of a military branch deal¬ 
ing directly with the military use of the 
fleet. The Secretary of the Navy has also 
felt the lack of responsible advisers to 
aid him in reaching conclusions and de¬ 
ciding important matters between co-ordi¬ 
nate branches of the department. To se¬ 
cure these result* he has inaugurated a 
tentative plan involving certain changes 
in tho organization of the Navy Depart¬ 
ment, including the navy-yarde. all of 
which have been found by the Attorney 
General to be In accordance with law. I 
have approved the execution of the plan 
proposed because of the greater efficiency 
and economy It promises. * 

The generosity of Congress has provided 
In the present Naval Observatory the 
most magnificent and expensive astronom¬ 
ical establishment in the world. It is be¬ 
ing used for certain naval purposes which 
might easily and adequately be subnerved 
by a small division connected with the 
Navy Department at only a fraction of 
the cost of the present Naval Observatory. 
The official board of visitors established 
by Congress and appointed In 1*01 ex- 

K reset’d Us conclusion that the official 
ead of the observatory should be an emi¬ 
nent astronomer appointed by the Presi¬ 
dent by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, holding his place by a 
tenure at least as permanent as that of 
tho superintendent of the Coast Survey 
or the head of the Geological Survey, and 
not merely by a detail of two or three 
years' duration. I fully concur In this 
Judgment, and urge a provision by law for 
tiie appointment of such a director. 

It may not be necessary to take the ob¬ 
servatory out of the Navy Department and 
put It Into another department in which 
opportunity for scientific reseat oh afforded 
by the observatory would seem to be more 
appropriate though 1 believe such a trans¬ 
fer In the long run is the best policy I 
am sure, however. I express the desire 
of the astronomer* and those learned in 
the kindred sciences when l urge upon 
Congress that the naval observatory’ bo 
now* dedicated to science under control of 
a man of science who can. if need be. 
render all service to the Navy Depart¬ 
ment which this observatory now renders, 
and stilt furnish to the world the discov¬ 
eries In astronomy that a great astrono¬ 
mer using such a plant w'ould be likely 
to imka 

Change Judicial Procedure. 


The deplorable delays in the adminis¬ 
tration of civil and criminal law have 
received the attention of oommltteee of 
tho American Bar Association and of 
many State bar associations, as well a% 
the considered thought of Judges and jur¬ 
ists. Ait my Judgment, a change In Judi¬ 
cial procedure, with a view to reducing 
its expense to private litigants In civil 
cases and facilitating the dispatch of busi¬ 
ness and final decision In both civil and 
criminal cases, constitutes the greatest 
need In our American Institution*. X do 
not doubt for one .moment that much of 
the lawless violence and cruelty exhibited 
In lynching* is directly due to th« uncer¬ 
tainties and Injustice growing out of the 
delays in trials. Judgment! and the exe¬ 
cutions thereof by our courts. Of course 
these remarks apply qulto as well to the 
administration of Justice in State courts 
ss to that in Federal courts, and without 
making invidious distinction it Is perhaps 
not too much to say that, speaking gener¬ 
ally. the defects are less in the Federal 
courts titan In the State courts. But they 
are very great In the Federal courts. The 
expedition with which business is dis¬ 
posed of both on the civil and criminal 
side of English courts under modem rules 
of procedure makes the delays in our 
courts seem archaic and barbarous.. Tne 
procedure In the Federal courts should 
furnish an example for the State courts, 
1 presume it la impossible, without an 
amendment to the Constitution, to unite 
under one form of action the oroceed- 
ings at common law and proceedings In 
equity‘In the Federal courts, but it Is cer¬ 
tainly not Impossible by a statute to sim¬ 
plify and make short and direct the pro¬ 
cedure both at law and In equity in those 
courts. It Is not impossible to cut down 
still more than it is cut down, the Juris¬ 
diction of the Supreme Court so as to con¬ 
fine it almost wholly to statutory and con¬ 
stitutional question* Under the present 
statutes the equity and admiralty proced¬ 
ure in the Federal courts is under the 
control of the Supreme Court, but in the 
pressure uf business to which that court 
is 8ubje« ted, it It impossible to hope that 
a radical and proper reform of the Fed¬ 
eral equity procedure can be brought 
about. I therefore recommend legislation 
providing for the appointment by the 
President of a commission with authority 
to examine the law and equity procedure 
of the Federal court* of flrst Instance, 
the lew of appeals from those courts to 
the courts of appeals and to the Su¬ 
preme Court, and the costs Imposed in 
such procedure upon the private litigants 
and upon the public treasury and make 
recommendation with a view to simplify¬ 
ing and expediting the procedure as far a* 
possible and making it as Inexpensive as 
may be to the litigant of little means.

Injunction Legislation. 


■ pt .BMB V_ _ I I 

In the last election contained the follow¬ 
ing: 

'Tho Republican party will uphold at 
all times tho authority and Integrity of 
the courts, Stato and Federal, and will 
ever insist that their powers to enforce 
their process and to protect life, liberty 
and property shall be preserved inviolate. 
We believe, however, that the rules of 
procedure in the Federal Courts with re¬ 
spect to the Issuance of the writ of in¬ 
junction should be more accurately de¬ 
fined by statute, end that no injunction 
or temporary restraining order should be 
Issued without notice, except where Ir¬ 
reparable Injury would result from de¬ 
lay, in which case a speedy hearing there¬ 
after should be granted." 

1 recommend that in compliance with 
the promise thus made, appropriate legis¬ 
lation be adopted The ends of Justice 
will best be met and the chief cause of 
complaint against Ill-considered Injunc* 
ttong without notice will be removed by 
the enactment of a statute forbidding 
herearter the Issuing of any Injunction 
or restraining order, whether temporary 
or permanent, by any Federal court, with¬ 
out previous notice and u reasonable op¬ 
portunity to b* heard on behalf of the 
parties to be enjoined; unless It shall ap¬ 
pear to the satisfaction of the court that 
:he delay necessary to give such notice 
and henring would result in irreparable 
Injury to the complainant and unit** also

of or within any time less than that pe¬ 
riod which the court may flx, unless with¬ 
in such seven days or such less period 
tlie Injunction or order is extended or 
renewed after previous nolle# and oppor¬ 
tunity to be' heard.

For upward of forty 1 
year* this board has t>*«n constituted ov , 
• Hilary nnd naval officers and two or i 
three men of science, with such an ab¬ 
sence of a duly constituted executive head 
that it is marvelous what work has been 
accomplished. In the period of construc¬ 
tion the energy and enthusiasm oi ail the 
member* prevented the Inherent defect* 
of tho system from Interfering gr«-a:!y 
with the beneficial work of the board, 
but now that the work Is chiefly confined 
to maintenance and repair, for which pur- 
poie the country Is divided Into sixteen 
districts, to which are assign- d an engi¬ 
neer officer of the army And an inspector 
of the nary, ea-'h with a lighthouse ten¬ 
der nnd the needed plant for his work, 
it lias become apparent by the frequent 
friction that'arises, due to the abssne© 
of any central Independent authority, that 
there must be a complete reorganization 
of the board. I concede the advantage 
of keeping In the system the rigidity of 
discipline that the presence of naval and 
military officers In charge insures, but un¬ 
ices the presence of such officers in the 
board can be made consistent with a re¬ 
sponsible executive head that shall hav* 
proper authority. I recommend the trans- 
1 fer of control over the lighthouse* to a 
i suitable civilian bureau. Thl* is in ac¬ 
cordance with the judgment of competent 
1 persons who are familiar with the work¬ 
ings of the present system. I am confi¬ 
dent that a reorganization can be effect¬ 
ed which shall avoid the recurrence of 
friction between members, instances of 
which have been officially brought to ray 
Attention, and that by such reorganiza¬ 
tion greater efficiency and a eub*tantlal 
reduction in the expense of operation can 
be brought about. 

I request congressional authority to en¬ 
able the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
to unite the Bureaus of Manufacture* and 
Statistics. This was rscumnv ruled by a 
competent committee appointed in the 
previous Administration for th* purpose 
of suggesting changes In the interest of 
• conomy and efficiency, and is requested 
by the Secretary.

1 greatly regret to have to say that the 
investigations made In the Bureau of Im¬ 
migration and other sources of Informa¬ 
tion load to the view that there Is urgent 
necessity for additional legislation and 
greater executive activity to suppress th* 
recruiting of the ranks of prostitute* from 
the streams of Immigration into this coun¬ 
try—an evil which, for want of a better 
name, has been called "The White Slav* 
Trade." I believe U to be constitutional 
to forbid, under penalty, the transporta¬ 
tion of person* for purposes of prostitu¬ 
tion across National and State lines; and 
by appropriating a fund of 150,000 to be 
used by the Secretary of Commerce arid 
lAbor for the employment of special In¬ 
spector* It will be possible to bring those 
responsible for this trade to Indictment 
and conviction under a Federal law.

Health Protection. 


For * very considerable period a move¬ 
ment has been gathering etrength, es¬ 
pecially among the members of the med¬ 
ical profession, in favor of a concentra¬ 
tion of the Instruments of the National 
Government which have to do with ths 
promotion of public health. Jn the nature 
of thing*, the Medical Department of the 
Army and the Medical Department of tht 
Navy must be kept separate. But there 
seem* to be no reason why all the other 
bureaus and officers In the General Gov¬ 
ernment which hav* to do with the public 
health or subjects akin thereto should 
not be united In a bureau to ba called 
the "Bureau of Public Health." This 
would necessitate the transfer of the Ma¬ 
rine Hospital Service to such a buerau. 
1 am aware that there Is s wide field In 
respect to the public health committed to 
the States In which the Federal Govern¬ 
ment cannot exercise Jurisdiction, but w« 
have eoen In the Agricultural Department 
the expansion Into widest usefulness of a 
department giving attention to agriculture 
when that subject Is plainly one over 
which the States properly exercise direct 
Jurisdiction. The opportunities offered for 
useful research and the spread of useful 
Information in regard to the cultivation of 
the soil and the breeding of stock and 
the solution of many or the intricate 
problems tn progressiva agriculture have 
demonstrated the wisdom of establishing 
that department. Similar reasons, of equal 
force, can be given fdr the establish¬ 
ment of a bureau of health that thall^not 
only exercise the police Jurisdiction of the 
Federal Government respecting quaran¬ 
tine, but which shall also afford an op¬ 
portunity for Investigation and research 
bv competent experts Into questions of 
health affecting the whole country, or lm- 
portant sections thereof, questions which 
In the absence of Federal governmental 
work, are not likely to be promptly solved.

The Jurisdiction sf the General Gov¬ 
ernment over Interstate commerce has led 
to the passage of the so-called "Sherman 
anti-trust law," and the "Interstate Com- 
rr.occe law" and Its amendment* 
The developments In he operation 
of those laws. aa shown by In¬ 
dictments. trials. Judicial decisions and 
other sources of Information, call for a 
discussion and some suggestions as to 
amendments. These I prefer to embody 
In a special message Instead of Including 
them in the present communication, and 
1 shall avail myself of the first con¬ 
venient opportunity to bring these sub¬ 
jects to the attention of Congress.

My predecessor transmitted to ths Con- 1 
greee a special meson go on January 11.

The Congress ha* taken action In pur¬ 
suance of the recommendations of that 
n-port and of the President, to the extent 
of appropriating fund* and enacting Un¬ 
necessary legislation for the establishment 
of a workhouse nnd reformatory No ac¬ 
tion however, has been taken by the Con¬ 
gress with respect to the Jail, tne comil¬ 
lions of which are still antiquated and In¬ 
sanitary- 1 earnestly recommend the 
rvissage of a sufficient appropriation to en¬ 
able a thorough remodeling of that Instl- 
tutlon to be made without delny It Is a 
r. proneh to the National Government that 
almost under the shadow of tho Capito; 
dame prisoners should be confined in a 
building destitute of the ordinary decent 
appliances requisite to cleanliness and

The deficit every year in the Post-office 
Deoertment t* largely caueod by th® low 
Li® of po*tag« of 1 cent a pound charged 
on*second-cla** matter, which In¬ 

cludes not only newspapers, but maga¬ 
zine# and miscellaneous periodicals. The 
actual loss growing out of the transmi*. 
sion of this eecond-clas* mall matter at 1 
cant a pound amount# to about $63,0MMXM 
a vear The average coat of the trans 
portatlotk of this matter is more than 9 
cents a pound. 

It appears that the average distance 
over which newspapers are delivered to 
their customer# is 2»1 miles, while the 
average haul of magazines Is 1.04k. and of 
miscellaneous periodical# 1.13b miles. Thus, 
tne average haul of the magazine la three 
and one-half times and that of the mis¬ 
cellaneous periodical nearly four times 
the haul of the dally newspaper, yet all 
of them pay the same postage rate of l 
cent a pound. The statist Ice of 1J07 show 
that second-class mall rnatter constituted 
C3.91 per cent, of the Wright of sll the 
mall, and yielded only 5 10 per rent, of the 
revenue.

Deficits Axe Startling. 

The figures given are startling, and 
show the payment by th# Government of 
an enormous subsidy to the newspapers, 
magazines and periodicals, and (‘Angres* 
m*y well consider whether radical steps 
should n>! be taken to reduce the deficit 
In the Poet-office Departinn^ caused by 
this discrepancy between the actual com 
of transportation and the compensation 
exacted therefor. 

A great saving might ba made, amount. 
Ing to touch more than half of the loss, by 
imposing upon magazines and periodicals 
a higher rate of postage. They are much 
heavier than newspapers. contain a 
much higher proportion of advertising to 
reading matter, ond the average distance 
of their transportation is three and a 
half time* as great 

The total deficit for the last fiscal year 


In the Post-office Department amounted 
to S17.000.tM). The brunches of Its business 
which It did at a loss were the second- 
| class mall service, in which the loss, as

| rural delivery. In which the loss was $28.- 
000,001). These losses were. In part, offset 
1 by ths profits of the letter poatage and 
other nources of income. It would tw»em 
, wise to reduce ths loss upon second-cla»s 
mall matter, at least to the extent of 
preventing a deficit In the total opera¬ 
tions of tne PoKt-offlco Department. 

1 commend the whole aubjrct to Con¬ 
gress, not unmindful of the spread of in¬ 
telligence which a low charge for carry¬ 
ing ne wspapers and periodicals assists. I 
very much doubt, however, the wisdom 
of a policy tvhlch constitute* so large a 
subsidy and requires additional taxation 
| to meet It.

Urge-a Postal Banks. 

| The second subject worthy of mention 
In the Post-Office Department Is the real 
l necessity and entlro practicability of #*- 
! tabllahlng postal savings banks. The suc¬ 
cessful party at tho last election declared 
in favor of postal saving* banks, and. 
although the proposition finds opponents 
in many parts of the country, I am con¬ 
vinced that the people demire such banks, 
and am sure that when the bank* are 
furnished they will be productive of the 
utmost good. Th* postal savings t anks 
are not constituted for the purpose of cre¬ 
ating competition with other tanks. The 
rate of Interest upon deposits to which 
they would be limited would be so small 
as to prevent their drawing deposits away 
from other banks. 

I believe them to be necessary In order 
to offer a proper Inducement to thrift and 
saving to a great many people of small 
mean* who do not now have tanking 
facilities, and to whom such u system 
would offer an opportunity for the accu¬ 
mulation of capital. They will furnish a 
ta us factory substitute, baaed on sound 
principle and actual successful trial In 
nearly ail the countries of the world, for 
the system of Government guaranty of 
deposits now being adopted in several 
Western Btates. which with deference to 
those who advocate It ^eems to me to 
have in it the seeds of demoralization to 
conservative banking and certain financial 
disaster. 

The question of how the money deposit¬ 
ed In postal savings banks shall be invest¬ 
ed is not free from difficulty, but I be¬ 
lieve that a satisfactory provision for 
this purpose was Inserted as an amend¬ 
ment to the bill considered by the Senate 
at Us last session. It has been proposed 
to delay the consideration of legislation 
establishing a postal ravings hank until 
after the report of the monetary commis¬ 
sion. This report Is llk#,> to be delayed, 
snd properly so, because of the necessity 
for careful deliberation and close Investi¬ 
gation. 1 do not see why the ono should 
***« up with the other. It is under¬ 
stood that the monetary commission have 
looked into the systems of banking which 
now' prevail abroad, and have found that 
by a control there exercised In respect to 
reserve* and the rate* of exchange by 
some central authority panics are avoid 
ed It Is not aj 


In ths Interest of the expansion of our 
trade. A bill of this character has once 
passed the Kousc and raorfe than once 
passed the Senate, and I hope that at 
this session a btli framed on the same 
lines and with the same purposes may 
become a law.

New State Legislation. 


The successful party In the last election 
tn Its national platform declared In favor 
< of the admission as separate States of 
j New Mexico and Arizona, and I recom¬ 
mend that legislation appropriate to this 
<>nd be adopted. 1 urge, however, that 
care be exercised in the preparation of 
the legislation affecting each Territory to 
secure deliberation in the selection of 
persons as members of the convention to 
draft a constitution for the Incoming 
State, and 1 earnestly advise that such 
constitution after adoption by the con¬ 
vention ahail be submitted to the people 
I of the Territory for tbelr approval at an 
| election In which the «ole Iseue shall be 
i the merits of the proposed constitution. 

and If the constitution Is defeated by 
> popular vote means shall be provided In 
the ennbllnx act for a new convention 
and the drafting of a new constitution. J 
| think It vital that the Issue ss to the 
1 merits of the constitution should not be 
mixed up with the selection of State of¬ 
ficers. and that no election of State of¬ 
ficers should be had until after the con¬ 
stitution ho* been fully approved and 
finally settled upon.

Strong On Ship Subsidy. 

Following the course of my distinguish¬ 
ed predecessor. I eamealy recommend to 
Congress the consideration and passage 
of a ship subsidy bill, looking to the es¬ 
tablishment of lines between our At¬ 
lantic seaboard and the eastern coast of 
South America, an well as lines from the 
west coast of the United State# to South 
America, China, Japan and the Philip¬ 
pines. The profits on foreign malls are 
perhaps a sufficient measure of the ex¬ 
penditures which might flrM be tentative¬ 
ly applied to this method of Inducing 
American capital to undertake the estab¬ 
lishment of American lines of steam¬ 
ship# In those direction# In which we now 
feel It moat Important that we should 
have means of transportation controlled 


With respect to the Territory of Alaska. 
I recommend legislation which shall pro¬ 
vide for the appointment by the Pr.**. 
dent of a Governor and an executive 
council, the members of which shall dur¬ 
ing their term of office reside tn the Ter¬ 
ritory*. and which shall have legislative 
powers sufficient to enable it to give to 
the Territory local laws Adapted to U* 
present growth. I strongly deprecate 
legislation looking to th© election of a 
Territorial Legislature in that vast dis¬ 
trict. Tl:e lack of permenence of resi¬ 
dence of k large port of tfi»* present popu¬ 
lation and the small number of the people 
who either permanently or temporarily re¬ 
side in the district aa compared wttn Its 
vast expanse and the variety of the In¬ 
terests that have to be subserved, make It 
altogether unfitting In my Judgment to 
provide for a popular election of a legL- 
lattvo bod}'. The present system Is not 
adequate and does not furnish tho char¬ 
acter of tocaJ control that ought to Ik? 
there. The only compromise It seems to 
me which may give needed local legisla¬ 
tion and secure a conservative govern¬ 
ment Is ths one I propose.

Importance of Conservation. 


In several departments there Is pre¬ 
sented the necessity for legislation look¬ 
ing to the further conservation of our 
national resources, and the subject is one 
of such importance as to require a more 
detailed and extended discussion than can 
be entered upon in this communication. 
For that reason I shall take an early op¬ 
portunity to send a special mos*age to 
Congress on the subject of the Improve¬ 
ment of our waterways, upon the recla¬ 
mation and Irrigation of arid, aemlartd. 
and swamp lands; upon the preservation 
of our forests and the* reforesting of suit¬ 
able areas; upon the reclassification of 
the public domain with a view of sepa¬ 
rating from agricultural settlement min¬ 
eral. coal, snd phosphate land* and site* 
belonging to the Government bordering 
on streams suitable for the utilisation of 
water power.

The work of the United States Civil 
Servlc# Commission has been performed 
to the general satisfaction of the executive 
officer* with whom the commission ha* 
been brought Into official communication. 
The volume of that work and It# variety 
and extent under new laws, such as the 
census act and new Executive orders, 
greatly Increased The activities of the 
commission required by the statutes have 
reached to every portion of the public do¬ 
main. 

The accommodations of the commission 
are most Inadequate for Us needs. I call 
vout attention to It* request for increase 
In those accommodations as will appear 
from the annual report for this year. 

Recommendations have been made by 
my predecessors that Congress appro¬ 
priate a sufficient *um to pay the bal¬ 
ance—about 33 per cent.—of tho amounts 
due depositors In the Freedmen's Savings 
and Trust Company. I renow this rec¬ 
ommendation. and advise, also, that a 
proper ’.Imitation be prescribed fixing a 
period within which the claims may bo 
presented, that assigned claims be not 
recognised, and tluit a limit be Imposed 
on tlie amount of fees collectible for serv¬ 
ice# In presenting such claims.

Emancipation Semi-centennial. 


The year 1913 will mark the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Issuance of the eman¬ 
cipation proclamation granting freedom to 
the negroes. It seems fitting that tills 
event should be properly celebrated. Al¬ 
ready a movement has been started by 
prorpln*nt negroes, encouraged by prom¬ 
inent white people and the press. Ihe 
South especially 1* manifesting Its 1“ 
tvrocit in this movement. 

It Is suggested that a proper form or 
celebration would lie un exposition to 
show the progreas the negroes have made, 
not only during their period of freedom, 
but nUo from tho time of their coming 
to thl* country. 

1 heartily indorse thl* proposal, and 
requcol that the Executive be autborlxrfi 
to appoint a preliminary commission oi 
not more than seven persons to consider 
carefully whether or not It Is wise to 
hold such an exposition, and If so. to 
outline a plan for the enterprise. I fur¬ 
ther reoormnend that such preliminary 
commission serve without salary, except 
aa to their actual expenses, aiul that an 
appropriation be made to meet such ex¬ 
penses. 

I urgently recommend to CongTesa that 
u law be passed requiring that candidate# 
In elections of members of the House of 
Representatives and committees in 
charge of their candidacy and campaign, 
file In « proper office of the United Htales 
Government a statement of tne contribu¬ 
tions received and of the expenditures 
Incurred in the campaign for such elec¬ 
tions. and that similar legislation be en¬ 
acted In respect to tull other election* 
which are constitutionally within the 
control of Congress.

Summary Conclusion*. 


I have thus, in a message compressed 
os much os the subject* will permit, re¬ 
ferred to many of th# legislative needs 
of the country, with the exception* al¬ 
ready noted.

Various rea¬ 
son* are given for the high price*. The 
proportionate Increase In the output of 
g. Ki which to-day Is the chief medium 
Zt exchange and Is in some respects a 
mcitsurs of value, furnish-* a *ub»trtntial 
explanation of at least part of the In¬ 
crease In prices. The Increase In popu¬ 
lation and the more expensive inode of 
living of the people, which have not been 
accompanied by a proportionate increase 
In acreage production, may fumt»h a fur¬ 
ther reason. It Is well to note that the 
;iu reaso In the coat of living Is not con¬ 
fined to this country, but prevail# the 
world over, and that those who would 
charge increases In prices to the exiting 
protective tariff must meet the fact that 
the rise In prices lias taken place almost 
wholly In tnojie products of th# factory 
and farm In respect to which there has 
b-«n either no Increase in the tariff or m 
many instances a very considerable re¬ 
duction WM.

Matters of importance to the Baptist 
Church and the election of several of¬ 
ficers came up at the semi-annual 
meeting of the Baptist State Mission 
Board of Kentucky, which met yester¬ 
day morning at Norton Hall. About 
twenty-five members of the board from 
iGl parts of the State wore present. 
These are elected by tho Genera! Bap¬ 
tist Association of Kentucky, and rep¬ 
resent 320,000 members of this denom¬ 
ination. The board ha* charge of the 
State home and foreign mission* and 
the Sunday-school work. Because of 
the serlou* Illness of Dr. W. D, Pow¬ 
ell, who Juts been confined to his bed 
for a week, the afternoon session of 
th* convention was held At his resi¬ 
dence. 112 East St. Catherine street, 
in order that the d* legates might con¬ 
sult with Dr. Powell, who 1* the cor¬ 
responding secretary. 

The Rev. William J. Mahoney, cor- 
r*apondlng secretary of tho Sunday- 
school executive rommitteo of the Bap¬ 
tist State Mission Board, tendered his 
resignation to the convention and will, 
on January 1, become pastor of the 
First Baptist church at Greenville. 
Prior to his recent work in Kentucky th» 
Rev. Mr. Mahoney held pastorates at 
the Calvary Baptist church. Vicksburg, 
Miaa., and the Valeri'-street Baptlat 
church. New Orleans, He was ordained 
March 6. 1398 In his place the board 
elected the Rev. J. D. Adcock, of Plke- 
ville. The Rev. Mr. Adcock has been 
serving as one of the State evangel 
lets of the board.

Money For Missions. 


The report of Dr. Powell showed that 
over $40,000 hod been contributed to 
missions during the past seven months. 
This shows an Increase of $6,612 over 
tho same period the previous year. It 
was stated that the Increase seemed 
to Insure that during the next year 
from $125,000 to $135,000 will be raised 
for the purpose of mission* and church 
building. One of the cbW objects of 
the board Is to aid In building houses 
of worship, and, according to tho re¬ 
port, seventy-flve mission churches 
wore built In the State this year. U 
was pointed out that 400 similar build¬ 
ings wtro needed In Kentucky. 

The Rev. J. O. Bow, formerly cor¬ 
responding secretary of the board, who 
has for some tlino been connected with 
the Baptist Book Concern, was elected 
to take charge of the pastorate of the 
n»rw Calvary Baptist church, which l* 
carrying a $3,000 debt. Members of the 
board are of the opinion that this will 
be lifted through tho effort* of the 
Rev. Mr. Bow, •

WHISKY WILL BE 

SAVED FROM RIVER, 


Divers At Work On the Wreck of the 
Steamer Park City. 


AH that remains to be seen of the 
steamer X>ork City, that sank at Glen 
Mary, Ky., last Monday morning, (s 
the holler deck and pilot-house. Capt. 
C. V. William*, part owner of the boat, 
*ald last night that the stcAmer wu a 
total! loss and that no effort would be 
made to raise her. Capt. Williams will 
stay at the scene of the wreck, direct¬ 
ing the recovering of the cargo. 

Two clivers from Cincinnati started 
to work on the wreck yesterday morn¬ 
ing. They found that the steamer had 
struck a #nng that ripped out the bot¬ 
tom of her hull. They succeeded In re¬ 
covering much of the cargo. 

Tlie John T. Barbee Company, which 
had 600 cases of whisky aboard ths 
boat, received Information to the ef¬ 
fect that their losses wmilJ be compar¬ 
atively small. A peculiar thing about 
the whisky was that not a caae was 
Insured. According to the reports of 
the divers, not u case of the whisky 
had been broken, and the wrecked 
steamer Is laying In such & position 
that It will be easy to remove the 
ca*c?. 

The 192 barrels of whisky belonging 
to the Kentut ky Distilleries and Ware¬ 
house Company will be recovered and 
the (damage will not be great. 

It was also learned that there were 
two passengers on the boat and that 
th*y escaped Injury. • The clerk* were 
the only por**n* having to make their 
way to land by swimming. Aside from, 
the cold bath# they received they had 
but little trouble In making their way 
to the shore.

They ore usei 
to the most modem ways of doing things 
at home and when they meet with ante¬ 
diluvian methods In foreign countries are 
prone to turn away from such markets 
as unworthy their aftenthm or their time. 
In this way they have given up to Euro¬ 
pean merchants moat of the trade of the 
Orient and much of that of South Amer¬ 
ica and other backward countries a* well.

There arc some Indications that the 
craxs Is not confined to the West and 
that various ports of the country are 
feeling the infection. The railroads 
and the Immigration agents aro busily 
engaged In advising everybody to buy 
land and the metropolitan papers are 
teeming with advertisements of farm¬ 
ing and colonisation schemes of va¬ 
rious kinds. Ons of the great news¬ 
paper* of Chicago has been so deluged 
with inquiries ftom Its readers that It 
has established a department of coun¬ 
try lands and will make a specialty 
of supplying Information. A special 
effort will bo made to find 
out something about tho reliability of 
companies that aro advertising lands 
and tho tnerllori ouxn esz of tho many 
scheme* that are being promulgated. 
In this way tho paper will b« doing 
It* patrons a good service. Tho pub¬ 
lic will be offered numerous proposi¬ 
tions, scene of them good and some 
of them bad. Persons who have small 
amounts of money to invest are not 
always well qualified to discriminate 
between tho good and the hod. 

Land brokers In somo of tho big 
cities are carrying on a systematic 
boosting ' campaign. * Many of them 
are offering land on tha installment 
plan and selling It, In some Instances, 
at exorbitant prices. Tho easy-pay 
ment method appeal* to persons who 
are working on small salaries. These 
person* am moved thereby to under¬ 
take purchases that they may never 
be able to consummate. If they sue 
ceed In buying a tract they probably 
have paid more than It Is worth. As 
a speculation their investment falls, 
and &s they are not farmers, the land 
Is not Mkely to be of great value to 
them. 

Land l* a good thing to have, but 
land value* increase slowly and the 
forcing of prices for speculative pur¬ 
poses Inevitably Is followed by reac¬ 
tion. It takes practical forming, hard 
work and .lota of It to make money out 
of a f^rm. The policy of buying “eight 
unseen." a* boy# sometimes trade 
knives. Is not to be commended. The 
man who is purchasing should bo thor¬ 
oughly familiar with what he Is buy¬ 
ing. 

Those who are Intent on auch in¬ 
vestment should buy close at home, 
where they may see and know what 
they are doing; where titles may be 
more thoroughly and easily Investi¬ 
gated and where advantages and dis¬ 
advantages may be more satisfactorily 
weighed. If a man Is bent on going 
West It Is all right for him to buy 
Western land. If he is In doubt as to 
a change of location It probably will 
be to his advantago to settle the doubt 
by making no change. If he Is not 
disputed to remove his habitation h 
1 * not likely to profit him to buy land 
In a faraway State. Land requires 
close guardianship. Otherwise Its 
complacent owner Is apt to find somo 
day that ho has neither profit nor 
land. 

Those who make money In such 
^’peculations are, for the most part, 
those who are familiar with the busi¬ 
ness. It Is their specialty to separate 
men and money, and they naturally se¬ 
lect for tho separating process men 
who are leas fnmnlar with the busi¬ 
ness than themselves.

"Usually the best measure of th* 
character and kindliness, a* w'ell as of 
tho growth of a city la the degree of 
consideration extended by that city to 
Its unfortunate sick. ‘Show me your 
city hospital,’ says one writer on this 
subject, ‘and I will tell you Just the 
kind of public h art your city has.’ 
Louisville ls In many ways a generous, 
humane city, but a stranger visiting 
our city hospital could not be made to 
believe this. During the past five years 
Louisville ha* progressed In many ways. 
We have erected new office building*, 
new hotels, new stores, new theaters, 
new churches and now seminaries; 
there are comparatively n^w and well- 
equipped hospitals to which those who 
cun pay may go for relief and-comfort; 
but the sick or Injured poor man must 
still take his chances In an unsanitary, 
overcrowded building, which no man¬ 
agement can keep clexin: which may at 
any hour become a fire-trap, which was 
built generations ago, and which. If 
now to-day, would not be tolerated In 
the average American town of 60.000 
people. It seeihs hardly pnseible that 
our people fully realize, when they have 
done so much In other directions, the 
deplomblo condnion In which Louisville 
hnd* herself with regard to her hos¬ 
pital, as compared with other cities of 
anything like her size and wealth. 

• • • 

Cannot Be Repaired. 


"The present hospital cannot be re¬ 
paired or remodeled or added to In any 
way to accomplish the desired result. 
This building should be torn down and 
other buildings on an entirely different 
scheme erected on the hospital grounds. 
This must bo done at one time and 
cannot be done out of any current tax 
levy. To build a new hospital to meet 
present needs, the mechanical and ex¬ 
ecutive portions and a number of pa¬ 
vilion* must be built complete und 
cannot be successfully c*r economically 
erected in piecemeal fashion. 

“To meet even tho present needs of 
the city will require an expenditure of 
fully 11 . 000 . 000 . It Is generally admit¬ 
ted that a hospital in n city the size 
of LouUville chould have at least one 
o<?d for every SQ 0 Inhabitants. Some 
cities have provided a bed Tor each 600 
Inhabitants, but one bed to each 700 or 
760 people seems to be fairly satisfac¬ 
tory* By the time a new hospital can 
he built 


“Some of tho highest authorities con¬ 
sider the iiLal scnem« for a city hos¬ 
pital to b<* one group of buildings for 
acute cases, accidents and Injuries. 
In a convenient spot near the center 
of the city, and a hospital of about 
one-third the «lze situated In the coun¬ 
try for convalescent patients. The 
convalescent hospital would not re¬ 
quire fireproof construction and would 
be much simpler In every way, and 
to furnish one-third of the number of 
beds used In the acute hospital prob¬ 
ably would not cost more than one- 
sixth a* much. 

•'Cities that have taken the broad, 
humaterian view of this subject have 
coma to believe tliat they snould hav* 
hospital accommodations enough to be 
able to ketp their patients until they 
are practically restored to health, ana 
not have them forced out of the hos- 
pltAl as soon as they are half well to 
accommodate more extreme cases that 
must enter. Many a workingman’s 
usefulness ls Impaired or ruined for 
life by the effort on hi* part to go to 
work before he Is really strong enough, 
because he has been forced to leave 
the hospital and cannot live without 
work. 

“Numerous Instances have occurred 
where heretofore honest men have 
been driven Into petty crime* because 
their condition and appearance were 
such on leaving the hospital that they 
could not obtain work. A few week*— 
sometime* a few days—spent by such 
cases In a convalescent hospital would 
restore to the community a useful man 
Instead of leaving him a burden <m 
the city or hi* neighbors for the rest 
of his life. 

"Let the city as a whole. Irrespective 
of creed, sect or class, come to the 
support of Mayor Head on th!» hos¬ 
pital proposition, and let him remove 
from the city the worst blot which 
exists to-day on our civic pride and 
humanity.”

GENERAL COUNCIL WANTS TO 
LOOK UP THE LAW. 


EXECUTIVE ACTS ON OPINION 
FROM JUDGE BURNETT. 


LOWER BOARD COMMITTEES. 


Billeting that his appointment as 
City Health officer would not be 
unless made by the members of a City 
Health Board to be named by the mem- 
berg of the General Council. Dr. W. Ed 
Grant, through Mayor W. O. Head, 
u^ked the General Council to appoint 
aucn a hoard last night. Mayor Head 
In a communication to both boards re¬ 
quested that action be taken. Tne 
lower board was In doubt as to 
whether the Board of Public Safety or 
a health board had the power to ap¬ 
point a health officer, so there was no 
election of a City Board of Health at 
the meeting The General Council Is 
looking Into the law on the matter. 

The Mayor accompanied his com¬ 
munication asking for the appointment 
of a City Board of Health with an 
opinion from Judge T. I* Burnett, stat¬ 
ing that this was the proper course of 
action. The charter gives the right to 
the Board of Public Safety. It Is con¬ 
tended. while a State statute Invests 
the power In a City Board of Health. 

The report of City Assessor John 
Buechel. found elsewhere In the paper, 
was received by both boards and re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on Finance. 
President Samuel Greene announced 
his standing committees In the lower 
board. An ordinance repealing In part 
the present audit ordinance was Intro¬ 
duced and referred In the lower board. 

Both boards adjourned to meet Tues¬ 
day night.

Repeal of Audit Ordinance. 


Somerset Votes In Favor of 
the Saloons. 


An ordinance providing for a part 
repeal of the present audit ordinance 
was next rend by title and referred to 
the same committee for a report. 

The audit ordinance mb It now stands 
was passed by the last administration. 
After a two months' trial It has been 
found cumbersome In some respects, 
and these 'faults have been eliminated 
In the new measure. The part of the 
ordinance to be repealed provided for 
the writing of u separate voucher for 
each claim against the city, whereas 
it had formerly been the custom to 
bunch the claims that were assigned 
• • • 

Help To Claim-Sliavers. 

It was believed that the writing of 
a separate voucher would decrease the 
number of claims "shaved ” Since the 
ordinance has been In effect Just the 
opposite has been the rule. The writ¬ 
ing of the separate vouchers has de¬ 
layed from one to two meetings the ar¬ 
rival of the salary' And expense payrolls 
to the General Council. This has kept 
the city employes out of their money 
for that period, and forced many more 
of them to sell their claims than had 
ever been done before. It is to 
correct this abuse thnt the new meas¬ 
ure has been Introduced. 

"The present ordinance," said City 
Controller Sam Wilhite last night, "wa* 
written and passed without consulting 
me. A trial has proved it cumbersome 
and unwieldy. Many of the features, 
such as the auditing of all claims by 
the Auditor, had great merit. All of 
these are contained In the new measure. 
The clause which called for the writ¬ 
ing of separate vouchers has delayed 
the payrolls every month and forced 
many of the city employes to sell their 
claims who would not have done so 
otherwise." 

A communication rrom Mayor W. O. 
Head asking that the Council name a 
B oard of Health for the city was re¬ 
ferred to the committee on health. 
The committee asked time to look Into 
the mutter.

BACK TO LICENSE AFTER FIVE 
YEARS OF OPTION.

WARM ELECTION RESULTS. 


But Action of Council Blocks Selec¬ 
tion of Health Officers. 

The upper board was called to order 
by President Buschemoyer at 8:20 
o r clock. Eleven members answered to 

the roll call. 

Mayor Head's communication advo¬ 
cating a board of health for the city 
of Louisville. In conformity with the 
laws of the State, and requesting the 
General Council to approve the plan, 
was the first business considered. In 
his letter Mr. Head advised tho Al¬ 
dermen that he had selected Dr. 
Joseph B. Marvin and Dr Julia Ingram 
to serve on the board for terms of one 
year. Dr. John Edwin Hays anal Dr. 
J Garland Sherrill for term* of two 
years and Dr. H. M. Pusey and Dr. H. 
H Grant for terms of four years. 
He asked that the General Counci, 
indorse those named to serve the city. 

Attached to Mr. Heads letter was 
an opinion from Judge T. L. Burnett, 
citing the law affecting the case and 
showing It to be proper for a city of 
tho tho first class to have a Board of 
Health. The whole matter was re¬ 
ferred to the health committee, of 
which Alderman Henry' A. Kremer Is 
chairman, and It reported favorably. A 
resolution was then passed calling for 
a Joint session with the lower board 
to take action on tho subject as a 
whole. 

Before the members of the board 
filed through the corridor to confer 
with their colleagues In the lower body 
the report of City Assessor John Bue- 
chel on taxable property in tho dty 
of Louisville, was received. After be¬ 
ing read It was referred to the finance 
committee on a motion made by Al¬ 
derman Coder and seconded by Al¬ 
derman Leexer. _ _ 

The appointmenta of the City Tax 
Receiver were approved. Tho ap¬ 
pointments named In the letter were os 
follows: ' 

W. H. McKlnky, cashier; Thomas 
Barry, bookkeeper; W. H. Evers, gen¬ 
eral clerk; James J. Hogan, clerk. S. 
C Gruber, clerk; W. J. Gazzola, clerk. 

The purchase of 10,000 bushels of 
coal by Mayor Head to bo distributed 
among the worthy poor of the city dur¬ 
ing the coming winter was authoriz' d 
In a resolution submitted by Aider- 
man Campbell and adopted by unani¬ 
mous vote. 

A resolution was Introduced request¬ 
ing the members of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works to have u portion of Sev¬ 
enth street near Jarvis street restored 
to Its former condition of usefulness 
lined that th«. 
street was torn up by the contractors 
when a sewer was built and ha* nev¬ 
er been repaired, although tho sower 
has been completed more than six 
week.**. The resolution was unani¬ 
mously passed. 

Councllmen Russman and George 
Coblens. members of tho lower board, 
appeared as a committee at this pnlnt 
and notified the Aldermen that the 
Board of Health question had been 
taken under advisement by the Coun¬ 
cllmen for one week. The report was 
concurred In, 

An hour or so was consumed In ap¬ 
proving payrolls and vouchers fr-rni the 
different departments of the city gov¬ 
ernment and the board adjourned to 
meet again Tuesday. December 14. 

COUNCIL COMMITTEES. 


A resolution providing for the pur¬ 
chase of 10.000 bushels of charity coal 
was adopted. This Is to be distributed 
by the Mayor upon the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Associated Charities. The 
police and fire payrolls, salary and ex¬ 
pense for the month of November along 
with a number of minor expense pay¬ 
rolls were approved. 

The board adjourned to meet again 
next Tuesday night. A report from 
John Buechel. City Assessor, giving the 
assessment for the year 1909. was read 
and referred to the finance committee.

HONDURAS DECLARED 
UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


BELIEVED THAT EX-PRESIDENT 
BONTLA IS ON WARPATH. 


SEES A CHANCE TO GET EVEN 
WITH ZELAYA. 


CREEL OFF FOR WASHINGTON, 


Washington, Dec. 7.—-The Govern¬ 
ment of Honduras, apprehending an 
armed Invasion, has proclaimed martial 
law throughout the republic. This In 
formation reached the State Deport 
meat to-day. but no Indication was giv¬ 
en os to tho source from which the In¬ 
vasion was expected. 

It is believed, however, that Manuel 
Bonila. former President of Honduras, 
who was deposed by President Davila* 
through the help of Zelaya, may be 
taking advantage of the situation In 
Nicaragua to seek revenge. For some 
time it has been suspected among Cen 
tral Americans that Davila was In 
sympathy with Zelaya In hi* efforts to 
crush the revolution under Estrada, 
and It Is thought that Bonita’s threat¬ 
ened Invasion of Honduras at this time 
would serve the double purpose of pre 
venting any aid being given Zelaya and 
*1 the same time render possible the 
overthrow of the Davila Government. 

Bonila at present Is said to be at Bel- 
iza, British Honduras, and If he has 
any considerable following It Is thought 
It is made up of Honduranians dissatis¬ 
fied with the Davila Government.

a majority of 96. The ' dry" side work- | 
*d as never before, parading all day 
with two brass bands- Women and 
children by the hundreds served coffee 
and sandwiches and gave out prohibi¬ 
tion literature. 

Somerset Is tho ffa*t town In the State 
and perhaps In the United States to 
ote "wet" after voting "dry" during 
the post five year. It Is conceded by 
conservative business men that to¬ 
day's election Is the result of tho vote 
of the careful business men of Somer¬ 
set. who have watched the city take a 
big slump in the past two years, and 
who have watched hundreds of "blind 
tigers" nourish within the dty and 
county. 

For the past week from five to ten 
dry" speeches h&ve been made on the 
streets by prominent prohibition work¬ 
ers of the State. The "wets" made no 
demonstration on hearing the result, 
feeling that It 1* far beat for the city 
to have well-regulated saloons than 
'blind tigers," with which the officers 
have been unable to cope. 

A special tax voted on the business 
houses of Somerset to make up the de¬ 
ficit caused by taking away the saloon 
revenue Is said to have been the main 
cause for so many of the leading citi¬ 
zens of Somerset voting "wet."

Heretofore, with 
the reception of a few local pools, we 
have sold our wool *«t>arately and have 
permitted three or four middlemen to 
make each from 1 to 3 cent* per pound 
from Its sale, thereby losing us not lee* 
than 5 cents per pound. There are from 
10 . 01 ) 0.000 to 16.000.000 pounds of wool 
clipped annually In this State, and If It 
were pooled and sold direct to the man¬ 
ufacturer it would cost him no more and 
save our fanners no less than a half mil¬ 
lion dollar* annually 
"To effect this saving we must have s 
well-organised pool and to handle the 1910 
wool crop wo have no time to lose In per¬ 
fecting this organisation. It is proposed 
to organlao th* Kentucky Wool Growurs' 
Association under the lews of Kentucky, 
which permit farmers to pool their crops 
and to be ready for business by the flret 
day pf January, 1910. 

"All wool growers are urgently Invited 
to m*et at tfw courthouse In their re¬ 
spective counties at 1 o'clock p. m. Sat¬ 
urday. December 18. 1909, and elect a 
county board of control, consisting of five 
growers. These should be from each 
magisterial district as far yui possible. One 
of these should at the same time be elect¬ 
ed os a delegate to represent hi* county 
at the (Rate meeting, which Is hereby 
called to meet at the .State Fair offices, 
room 320. Puul Jones building. Louisville, 
Ky.. Tuesday. December 21. at 2 o'clock

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 

OF GREAT GAS TANKS. 


Largest Gasometer In World Let* Go 
At Hamburg—Twenty-seven 
» Believed Dead. 


Hamburg. Dec. 7—The explosion of 
two go* tanks In the so-called "Kleines 
Grosbrook." on the Elbe front this aft¬ 
ernoon. was followed by an extensive 
fire and the loss of many lives. The 
explosion wa* due to a leak In a new 
gas meter. Escaping gas entered the 
retort house, where It tame In contact 
w ith the fires, causing a terrific explos¬ 
ion. A large number of workmen were 
engaged In rebuilding and enlarging 
the plant. Twenty-five of the men were 
employed near the gasometer. They dis¬ 
appeared In a mas* of flames which shot 
up to a great height. 

Firemen were unable to approach In 
large force, owing to the Isolated sit¬ 
uation of the establishment. 

Up to a late hour to-night ten men 
are reported dead and seventeen miss¬ 
ing. It is almost certain thut All of 
tbe*e are dead. Forty men W'ere dan¬ 
gerously Injured, of whom several can¬ 
not recover. The new gasometer which 
exploded was the largest In the world, 
having a capacity of 200.000 cubic 
meters. The city appropriated 14.00^- 
000 marks (33.500.000) for Its construc¬ 
tion.

Three years ago Agor w'as known 
ideally os a financial genius, his In¬ 
fluence us manager of the Princeton 
Elevator Company being felt in bus¬ 
iness circles In this section of tho 
State. 

Then came his financial entangle¬ 
ments, his disappearance on January 
23. 1*07, off a com barge in the 
Wabash River, the long search for the 
body and finally the fuper&l services 
for him here.

A. Conner, business man and banker, 
was under arrest suspected of being 
the missing Agor.

Secretary MacVeagh. emphasising 
the ‘ hard rigidity of the present rev¬ 
enue system, with Its recurrent eco¬ 
nomical agitations and Us long inter¬ 
vals of fixity," says If will be necessary 
to meet these deficits to sell either 
bonds or certificates of Indebtedness. 
"In due course.’* lie adds, "It would 
seem that It must be made practicable 
to both estimated receipts, with a clone 
approximation to the actual, and to 
provide for their annual rise or fall 
by some flexible factors In our annual 
taxation."

Improved Methods Profitable. 

Reductions In the present estimate*. 
Mr. MacVeagh declares, result from 
improved handling of the Government 
work and the postponement of expen¬ 
ditures which can bo delayed !r an 
effort to adjust immediate expenses 
and receipts. He sounds n warning, 
however, that tho reductions In appro¬ 
priations will be disappointing unless 
equal attention Is given to other im¬ 
portant savings. 

Secretary MacVeagh reviews the or¬ 
ganization. or rather lack of organiza¬ 
tion. of the fiscal responsibilities of the 
executive and legislative branches of 
the Government and the reorganization 
thereof now In progre«i. He voices 
the hope thaj there will be "constant 
progress nwuy frwm tho extreme dis¬ 
organisation of the past," and observes 
that "even If our country Is rich It 
cannot afford to be wholly unscientific 
In Its appropriate mi*." 

Probably the most important recom¬ 
mendation made by the Hicretary is 
that the tax on bank circulation secured 
by United 8tates bonds hereafter depos¬ 
ited bearing interest higher than 2 per 
cent, shall be Increased in exact pro¬ 
portion to the Increase In the rate of in¬ 
terna above 2 per cent. He advises 
continuance of the rate of one-half of 
1 per cent, for circulation bused on 2 
per cent, bonds Mr MacVeagh says that 
If tho Panama bonds authorized by the 
law of August r».

Dc- 
daring thot the Government has not. 
and never has had. a 2 per cent, bor¬ 
rowing power. Mr. MacVeagh says lt| 
possibly would have been better never 
to have Issued 2 per cent, bonds or 
bonds at any rate below the Govern¬ 
ment’s borrowing power In the open , 
market. He says that as a basis foi 
circulation they have no elasticity; that 
they are practically all held by the i 
hanks as a bAsIs of circulation, and 
that the bnnk* would suffer so heavy a 
loss In an attempt to dispose of them 
that the Influence of the situation Is 
consequently decidedly against the re¬ 
tirement of circulation.

The Issuance of 6 per cent, bonds at 
1H j»er cent., says Mr. MacVeagh. would 
not change in any way the net Interest 
result of Its transactions with the 
banks. Then, again. It would provide 
bonds which Investors would want and 
which would have a broad and whole¬ 
some market, aiding materially In In¬ 
creasing the elasticity of the currency. 

Secretary MacVeagh. discussing the 
rehabilitation of the customs service In 
progress as a result of the extensive 
frtuids discovered at the port of New 
York, says:

Politics Promotes Frauds. 


"It Is clear that the influence of local 
politics and politicians upon tho cus¬ 
toms service has been most deleterious, 
and hiu» promoted that laxity and low* 
tone which prepare and furnish an In¬ 
viting soil for dishonesty and fraud. 
Unless the customs service can be re¬ 
leased frdui the payment of political 
debts and exactions, it will be Impossi¬ 
ble to have un honest service for any 
length of time." 

Ho says that the work of reorganiza¬ 
tion Is "qot complete—nut nearly com¬ 
plete." but predicts that the necessary 
prosecutions being made "will lead In 
the end to the establishment of an ad¬ 
ministration of the customs service that 
is tit for the Government of a gloat 
nation." 

While purposely avoiding, as he says, 
expression of a preference for any par¬ 
ticular plan or system. Mr. MacVeagh 
strongly urges the need of a retiring 
pension for aged employes, stating that 
the United Stutes is the only nation 
that luu* no general legal retiring pen¬ 
sion for tho employes of Its civil 
service. 

Mr. MacVeagh’s only reference to the 
new corporation tAX is a parugraph de¬ 
signed to clear up the question as to 
what form of return would b* adopted. 
He says it must be assumed by the de¬ 
partment that the single purpose of the 
law was to tax at 1 per cent, the actual 
net profits of a corporation, as net prof¬ 
its are understood, and that the term 
"net Income" was used that there might 
be no confusion. 

The Improved conditions in bank ex¬ 
amination by the office of the Cop- 
trolier of the Currency are noted In the 
report, but no recommendations are 
made along this line. 

Mr. MacVeagh urges the need of a 
contingent fund—probably 6100.000— 
for his department.

Banking and Currency Reform. 


Touching briefly on the subject of 
hanking and currency reform. Secretary 
MacVeagh says: "We must have at 
least the beginning of a permanent sys¬ 
tem. At present we have neither an ad¬ 
justable curn*ncy nor trustworthy sur¬ 
plus reserves, two absolutely essential 
features of any banking system upon 
which the finances and the commerce 
of tills great nation can secure rest. To 
secure these essentials—to speak of no 
others—the loclked-for reform must 
deal with fundamentals."

Beech wood Scenes and Other Land¬ 
scapes Meeting With Pub¬ 
lic Favor.

Monday when Harvey Joiner opened the 
thirteenth annual exhibit and sale of 
palming* a? his studio Iq the Equitable 
bulkllng. Mr. Joiner in showing forty of 
hia productions, and they are attracting 
unusual attention. 

Theso pictures are characteristic of the 
artist—the beech wood scenes on which he 
has won his reputation Mr Joiner paints 
beech trees with varying color effect* be¬ 
cause he loves the stately beeches and 
loves nature.

olner has one heed. "Temptation.” It is a 
pretty thing and lifelike. 

There Is one of the Joiner pictures 
whlqh Is particularly appealing to the 
man who has spent his boyhood In the 
country und In the w*ood* and know* the 
secrets of nature. This is the painting 
"Bcechwood* In I^ate Evening " To one 
side is the forest with Jt* darkening aisles 
and suggestion of the eerie, while to the 
other side Is a pasture land melting my 
Into the purple of tho horizon. Qut «»f the 
ground the night mists arc beginning to 
rise, and over the whole there lies Just 
a touch of color lent by the dying sun. 
One who haa lived with the woods and can 
appreciate, recognizes in this picture an 
old familiar place and unconsciously there 
comes to his memory the times when he 
has gazed upon this very scene after * 
day of gathering hickory and beech nuts, 
and marveled at the handiwork of tho 
Greet Painter. . 

Mr. Joiner has a deep, abiding regard 
for the Indian summer and Its possibilities 
for Ihe artist. More than half of his work 
depicts the forest In the burst of rich 
coloring given by the dying summer. He 
has chosen his locales variously from tho 
pnrks and the country surrounding Louis, 
vtlle. Hts summer picture of th« Mans- 
ltck road, back of Jacob Park, presents 
a beautiful contrast of color between the 
soothing green of the beech leaves and 
tho warm, clay-colored dirt road that 
winds hither and thither among the tre^s 
Another picture of the surne road give* 
one an klea of how* the place looks in the 
fall. 

Mr. Joiner's forest and brook scenes 
painted in Cherokee Park are fnmlllar 
lo c-verrnne who knows this artist's work. 
The Joiner pictures have "atmosphere " 
They are not merely palnfM on the sur¬ 
face of the canvas, but they lead the eye 
Into the gloom of the forest or on the 
harmonizing of the sky line tints with the 
stronger earthy colorings Into restful 
grays and suggestions of violet. 

AH of the pictures are framed in the 
most artistic manner, and each painting 
possesses the respective merit calculated 
to please.

Killed By Interurban Car. 


A distressing accident occurred on the 
Interurban line this morning a short dis¬ 
tance the other side of McKee's Cross¬ 
roads which resulted In the aiinost In¬ 
stant death of MUs May Glass, the 19- 
year-old daughter of James Glass, a well- 
known farmer of Woodford county.

Just beyond 
the guie Is a deep cut. which prevent* 
the motorman from seeing anyone who 
might drl\e up to the gate until the car 
almost reaches the gate. The motorman 
says as the car came out ot the cut lie 
*aw the buggy coming through the gate 
with the hutse trotting. He put on the 
airbrakes with full force, but could not 
•top the car. and it masked Into the bug¬ 
gy. breaking It to pieces and killing Miss 
Glass The momentum of the car carried 
the buggy fifty feet or more, with Ml*s 
Glass crushed In the buggy top. When 
the men rushed from the car they found 
MWs Glass In the buggy top. unconscious, 
and she only breathed a few times. One 
of the passengers. J. R. Young, of Lex¬ 
ington. says he only mw a little blood on 
one of Miss Glass’ ears, but right close 
to the ear her skull waz fractured and he 
could see part of the brain protruding 
She never spoke a word aftsr she was 
struck, as death was almost Instant* 
neous. 

The glass in the front of the car was 
smashed and the woodwork considerably 
damaged The car was taken back to Ver¬ 
sailles and another one sent out in Its 
place. The horse was not injured, and 
after running about a hundred feet 
stopped.

A. W. Weathers, Coroner of Todd 
county, to make an examination u* to 
the cause of Irvin’s |k*ath. It Is al¬ 
leged the examination disclosed that 
that there were cut* on the head, and 
that some of these had been dressed. 

Dr. Weather* sent a import of hi* ex¬ 
amination to the asylum officials, but 
refused to disclose to the public the 
cause iff Irvin's death until he hnd 
heard from the asylum officials.

Dr. L N. Bloom Makes Address Bo- 
fore Louisville Lodge 
B’nai Brith.

Bloom spoke on "Public Schools." He jwud 
the greatest evil that can befall the public 
school system to-day. not only In Louis¬ 
ville. but in other cities of the United 
States a* well, la the Introduction of poli¬ 
tics Into the school system 

"We do not want u system governed by 
Democrats, nor do we want one governed 
by Republicans." he said "What we do 
need U an absolutely non- port lean sys¬ 
tem. the working* of which are not ham¬ 
pered by political questions. Our duty is 
to our children anti It Is a duty that 
should be given our most serious and 
earnest consideration," 

Following Dr Bloom. Garfield A. Ber- 
linsky. superintendent of the Federation 
of Jewish Charities, spoke on "Cause* of 
Povery.” In the course of hls talk Mr ller. 
Husky spoke of the good results realised 
during the past year by hls society, say¬ 
ing that It had expended approximately 
690,000 within that time In an endeavor to 
remedy those causes that lead to life fail¬ 
ures. 

"Sometimes." he said, we find a J»n<ir 
family cooped up hi an ill-smelling, dis¬ 
ease-stricken tenement building, the chil¬ 
dren actually crying for nre.id. the father 
a victim of some dreaded dtsea**, unable 
to provide even the amplest necessities of 
lire for his famlty. When it l«* possible to 
do *o we remove that family to a better 
healthier locality, send the children to 
school and remove the father to some In¬ 
stitution where he can be made well 
again. 

"Then, when he has sufficiently re¬ 
covered. we advance him money with 
which he may take a new lease on life 
He Is not made to feel that he is a char¬ 
ity patient either, for he Is allowed to 
pay It all back, sometimes at the rate of 
a dollar a *»ek. and. strange though It 
may seem, the amount we Jose on Invest, 
mem* of this kind Is very, very small, 
indeed."

RECESS TAKEN 


First Regiment Court-Mar¬ 
tial Set For Friday. 


WILL AWAIT ACTION OF STATE 
AND FEDERAL COURTS. 


THREE NEW CHARGES OF IN¬ 
SUBORDINATION MADE. 


COL GRINSTEAD’S STATEMENT 


The court-martial which Is to try 
members of the First Regiment at the 
armory convened at 9 o’clock yester¬ 
day morning und was organised as 
follows: MaJ.

DR. SMOCK'S ANNUAL REPORT. 


An appeal for an additional $5,000 
with which to prosecute and finish the 
campaign to secure pure milk to the 
consumers of Louisville was made yes¬ 
terday to the Fiscal CouVt by Dr. B. 
W. Smock. County Health Officer, who 
was warmly seconded by representa¬ 
tives of the health organization* of the 
State and olty. Action on the request 
wa,H not taken beyond the instructions 
that the court would be responsible if 
tho work were continued on tho same 
status that Is Is being prosecuted on 
now. The matter goes to a committee 
which will be appointed by Judge Ar¬ 
thur Peter, with instructions to report 
iNLck at the next meeting of the court, 
the third Tuesday In the month. 

The Fiscal Court granted the use of 
the Armory to the First regiment on 
April 28, at which time the Theodore 
Thomas Orchestra will give two con¬ 
certs here at popular price*. 25 and 50 
cents, and tho regiment will have 10 
per cent, of the gross receipts or $600 
cash. The Armory also will be loajued 
to the indoor athletic teams from the 
various schools and the regiment to 
train in In the afternoons In prepara¬ 
tion for the coming athletic meet. The 
boys will use the big floor of the drill 
hall during the inclement winter 
months.

Dr. Smock's request for the second 
appropriation was warmly championed 
by Dr. William Bailey, president of the 
State Board of Health; Dr. Curran 
Pope, representing the Kentucky State 
Medical Society; Dr. W. Ed Grant, 
representing the city a* City 
Health Officer: Mrs. James A. Leeoh, 
representing the women's clubs and 
nntl-tuberculosis organizations. and 
Dr. J. M. McCormack, secretary of the 
State Board of Health. The appear¬ 
ance of Dr. Grant was especially sig¬ 
nificant. and he. In so many words, 
pledged the co-operation of the city In 
the movement to eradicate tubuerculo- 
als. 

When the speeches hnd been mode 
the court authorized Dr. Smock to pro¬ 
ceed as usual for two wr>ek* longer, 
after whloh time the court will decide 
whether or not the work will continue 
on the broad scale. Dr. Smock said 
that he hnd figured out the cost of each 
cow killed. Including the dLcovery of 
the diseased condition and the killing 
of the animal, at an average of $12.50 
to the county. On the other hand, to 
the dairymen It has been ascertained 
that the cost of each cow killed was 
$13. In some Instances the loss is not 
total. Altogether 182 cows have been 
slaughtered.

county and city boards of health get to¬ 
gether and agree that dairies with a 
score of over 90 per cent, may sell “cer¬ 
tified'' milk; those with a score over 60 
and under 80 may sell “market’* milk, 
while those scoring undsr 60, unless 
they speedily better thalr condition* 
should be proceeded against under tho 
law. In the past year thirty have 
been proceeded against for producing 
poor milk and punished In the magis¬ 
trates' courts. 

In the matter of th* campaign on the 
money appropriated by the Fiscal Court 
to proceed against tuberculosis in cattle 
Dr. Brnock concluded his review of the 
progress of the fight from Its inclpiency 
to date, with the following summary: 

“From July 6, 1909. to December 1. 
1909, 1.703 cows have been tested. The 
number represents herds of seventy- 
one dairies. Of the total number tested 
16.5 per cent, of all animals have acted 
positively. One-third represents the 
number of Infected herds and barns 
These condemned cows have been and 
are being slaughtered as rapidly as is 
consistent with the work under the 
rules and regulations of the United 
States Government. It cost Jefferson 
county $2,600 In money to do this work, 
and wo are now asking at the hands of 
the Fiscal Court for an appropriation 
of $6,000 to continue and complete the 
testing of the 2,500 cows remaining.’*

Deaths In the population of the 
county, outside Louisville, are not to¬ 
taled. Some of the causes and the 
numbers of fatalities attributed to them 
are; Tuberculosis 58, dementia 36. para, 
sis 12. heart disease 30, epilepsy 29, ac¬ 
cidents 29, melancholia 22, arterlo 
sclerosis 18. suicide 17, paralysis 16, 
exhaustion 14. sunstroke 11, apoplexy, 
pneumonia and hemorrhage 9 each, 
smallpox and senility 8 each, murder 7, 
rheumatism 6, typhoid fever 4, menin¬ 
gitis 4, cancer 3. .strangulation 2. as¬ 
phyxiation 2. scarlet fever 2. carbolic 
acid poison I, tetanus 1. auto Intoxica¬ 
tion 1. convulsions 1, goitre J, fatty de¬ 
generation of the heart 1. 

Nine cases of apoplexy were reported 
during the year which ended December 
1; 48 cases of diphtheria were report od; 
26 oases of typhoid fever; 28 cases of 
heart disease; 16 cases of paralysis; 
cases of paresis; 20 of scarlet fever; 11 
cases of sunstroke; 9 railroad accidents 
were reported; 17 other accidents; 8 
cases of senility; 6 cases of rheuma¬ 
tism; 8 cases of MnnlljKix. As to t*ie 
birth statistics, which, like tho others, 
are Incomplete, Dr. Smock says the “re* 
turns show" a total of 140, divided as 
follows: White male 59, while female 
3. colored mole 5. colored female 3. 

Dr. Snnx:k discusses at length the 
lessons to be drawn from the report and 
speaks of the fight being made against 
tuberculosis and Its kindred Ills and of 
the manner in which health Is getting 
the upi>er hand of disease. Much of 
the report relates to the work among 
the dairies. He refers with pleasure to 
the exhibition of the model dairy at the 
State Fair, and goes Into detail of the 
manner in which the department la 
looking after the dairy Interests in the 
county. Since tho first of tho year the 
office force has made 350 visits to the 
dairies In tho county.

The executive committee of the build¬ 
ing committee of the First Christian 
church will leave Sunday evening on a 
tour of inspection to visit a number of 
cities where large churches have re¬ 
cently been built.

The Rev. E. L. Powell, pastor of 
the church, stated that It had Sten de¬ 
cided not to use the old columxa In 
front of the present building In the 
construction of the new structure. This 
decision was reached because they are 
not large enough and a quantity of dirt 
has colored the stone to such an extent 
that It would cost a snug sum to dean 
the columns. 

The work of razing the two resi¬ 
dences now located on the property 
will probably begin the latter part of 
March or the first of April. The prop¬ 
erty was purchased about a year ago 
for $60,000. The approximate cost of 
the new church will be between $180,- 
000 and $176,000. It will be one of the 
most magnificent churches In the 
South.

MILCH COWS TO BE TESTED. 


A general clean-up In the sanitary 
condition of Louisville Is the pro¬ 
gramme on which Dr. Ed W. Grant, the 
City Health Officer. Is at work. Just as 
soon os the State and County Boards 
of Health formulate sanitary laws os 
a result of tho general conference held 
Monday night. Dr. Grant Is going about 
putting these laws In effect In Louis¬ 
ville. It Is his intention to appeal to 
the General Council and the Mayor 
for changes in city ordinances which 
In any way hinder him from carrying 
out the ruling* of the State Board of 
Health. 

Every cow supplying milk to Louis¬ 
ville must be tuberculin tested within I 
the next few months. If the dairymen | 
refuse to submit to this rule of the 
State board, which has been upheld by 
the Court of Appeal*, Dr. Grant says 
that the milk ordinance will be so 
amended a* to exclude from Louisville 
all milk from cows not thbcrculln 
tested. The* measure will only be 
changed if the dairymen fall to com¬ 
ply with the health rulings of the vari¬ 
ous boards which have Jurisdiction.
